Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


A series of German successes along 
the western front is announced in 
today's official report from Berlin. It 
is said that the attempts of the al- 
lies to recapture the ground lost in 
Belgium have failed and that French 
and British attacks broke down un- 
der the German fire. The statement 
reports the capture of another town 
near Ypres and says that 
in 
the 
fighting in this region nearly 
2,500 
prisoners, 35 pieces of cannon and 
large amounts of rifles and ammuni- 
tion were captured. |At other points 
where fighting occurred yesterday, it 
is said the Germans either routed at- 
tacking forces or themselves made 
progress. 


The French war office report gives 
a different version of the situation 
in Belgium. 
From this statement it 
would appear that the German ad- 
vance had been halted. 
The allies 
have recaptured part 
of 
the 
lost 
ground, it is said, arid are well or- 
ganized and fighting under good con- 
ditions. 
The advance of Germans is 
ascribed by the French war office to 
the 
use 
of 
bombs developing gas 
which asphyxiated the men in the 
trenches. 


So far as indicated m the news 
from the front, there is no change in 
the eastern campaign. 


The freighter Ruth has been sunk 
in the North Sea by a German sub- 
marine. Her crew of i6 was saved. 


The Finnrsh steamer 
Frack 
has 
been sunk in the Baltic sea by a Ger- 
man submarine. The crew is believed 
to have been saved. 


London, April 24.—Over an arc-like

In the south, French, British and Bel- 
gian troops are locked with the Ger- 
mans today in a series of engagements 
fc-hich recall the fighting of last October. 


Driven from hill number 60 to the 
Eouth of Ypres and failing to retake it 
by 
a 
counter-attack, 
the 
Germans 
launched a sudden advance northeast 01 
the town and after stupefying 
and 
killing men in the first trenches with 
deadly gases, according to British of- 
ficial reports, they drove a wedge ot 
Infantrv forward,' forcing the 
French 
and Belgians back toward, and at some 
points apparently across, the Yser ca- 
nal, a maneuver which at the same time 
compelled the 
British line 
north 
of 
Ypres to fall back to conform with the 
French. 


Launch Counter Attack. 


Although the advance of the Ger- 
mans was considerable, extending, ac- 
cording to Berlin 
dispatches, 
over a 
front of five miles, French, Belgian and 
British forces—the French occupying the 
center, the Belgians the left and tho 
British the right of the line—immediate- 
ly initiated a counter attack, the result 
of which was to compel the Germans to 
give up some of the ground they had 
taken, and force them in a northeast- 
irly direction toward Langemarck from 
RrUcb place the attack started.

rhe campaign in the ea^t continues at a 
itondstill, and there has been no authen- 
Hb news of the movements of allied 
IroopB in European Turkey.

CHARGE USE OF GAS BOMBS. 


French Say Germans Hurl Asphyxiating 
Compound Into Trenches. 


Paris. April 24.—The French war de- 
partment today gave out the following 
official statement: 


".Supplementary reports furnish fuller 
particulars of the way the Germans 
succceded in forcing our lines back dur 
ing Thursday evening to the north of 
Ypres between the Yser canal and the 
Boelcapelle road. 
Thick yellow smoke 
emitted from the German trenches and 
driven by northerly winds produced an 
effect of complete asphyxiation amctng 
our troop.« which was felt even in our 
second line positions. 


"Counter attacks made yesterday al- 
ready have enable'd us to regain part 
of the ground lost. 
Our situation has 
been completely 
consolidated and our 
action is being carried out under good 
conditions with the support of the Brit- 
ish and Belgian troops. 


"The enemy made an attack at I^es 
Eparges and another at Lwueshead, in 
the forest of Apremont, both of which 
were repulsed. 


"A German attack to the south of 
the fore.st of Parroy and further attacks 
on Ackerkopf were stopped by our fire. 
The enemy suffered heavy losses." 
The Asphyxiating Bombs. 


The asphyxiating bombs used by the 
Germans 
in their attack near 
Ypres 
were thrown at numerous points along 
a front of three miles, according to in- 
formation that has 
been brought 
to 
Paris. 
The contents of these missiles 
were large chloride, mixed with other 
chemicals. 


The Germans threw these bombs when 
the wind was blowing from them into 
the direction of the French trenches. 
The fumes caused uncomfortable breath- 
ing and a smarting of the eyes at a 
distance of nearly two miles behind the 
trenches and they were so powerful that 
the Germans had to wait themselves a 
considerable time before they could oc- 
cupy the evacuated trenches. 
During 
this delay the French troops recovered 
from the effects of the fumes and de- 
livered a counter attack and regained 
most of the ground lost. 
The German 
supply of chloride bombs apparently had 
been used up in their 
first 
advance. 
They had no more to throw and they 
gave way before the resolute bayonet 
attack 
of 
the 
French, 
The 
bombs 
themselves are thrown by means of a 
hand sling such as boys use for throw- 
ing stones.

EMDEN'S DASHING MEN 
AGAIN IN LIMELIGHT 


Berlin (By Wireless to London) April 
24.—The crew of the German "warship" 
Aysha, composed of men who escaped 
when the cftiiser Emden was sunk by an 
Australian warship in the Indian ocean 
November 10, have escaped again from 
allied patrol ships and arrived at the 
Arabian harbor of Lidd on March 27. 
They covered by sea the 300 miles from 
Hodedia to l/dd. 
After reaching the 
coast the sailors attempted to continue 
their journey overland biit were 
at- 
tacked by Arabs supposedly at the in- 
stigation of the English. 
After three 
days' stubborn fighting the attacks were 
repulsed and they reached the road to 
Hodachas, where the railway was open. 
The adventurous Germans suffered heavy 
losses. 


The bold exploits of this remnant ot 
the Emden's crew have constituted one 
of the most dramatic episodes of the 
war. 
The men were 
members of a 
landing party which was on Cocos island 
when the battle occurred between ths 


Australian cruiser Sydney and the Em- 
den, in which the German cruiser was 
sunk. 


Under the leadership of Lieutenant 
von Muecke the landing party com- 
mandeered the 
schooner 
Aysha 
and 
sailed away. 
Since that time there have 
been many conflicting reports regarding 
their activities. ^»lanila heard that they 
had captured a collier on which they had 
mounted two Maxim gims and had been 
making raids on French commerce. The' 
French ministry of marine announced on 
December 18 that the auxiliary cruiser 
Empress of Japan had captured the col- 
lier with the men on board. 
A Berlin 
dispatch on Feb. 5, however, said the 
Aysha had reached Hodeida, 
Arabia, 
where the crew was given an enthusias- 
tic welcome by Turkish troops. 
The 
port referred to in the Berlin dispatch to 
London today as Lidd may be .Jidda on 
the Red sea coast of Arabia. 
The ulti- 
mate destination of the Germans is a 
matter of speculation but 
apparently 
they are headed for Turkey.

Travelers disagree greatly concerning 
the inhabitants of Bolivia which, as I 
have already explained, are chiefly In- 
iiaJis. They seem to be industrious but 
f a more sullen disposition than are 
lie Indians of other South American 
inds. 
But well they might bo. WKen 
• e consider hoAV happily 
they 
were 
vorking their mines and fai'ms when 
iie Spanish M'antonly came in destroy- 
•ig and killing, is 
there any wonder 
hat they should dislike the white man 
iind fear all outsiders? 


If, however. I>a Paz is any barom- 
eter of the character and habits of these 
Indians, they must 
be 
cleaner 
and 
healthier than the "more civilized" In- 
dians of other coimtries. 
Perhaps this 
is because one does not see so much 
drinking in Bolivia as elsewhere. Drink 
is the great curse of South America. 


With drink goes crime, filth and sick- 
ness. 
These in turn breed indifference 
and degeneracy which is at the bottom 
of South America's backwardness. 
But notw-ithstanding the fact that the 


Bolivian Indians are superior to the In- 
dians (and many of tlie "white'') 
of 
Venezuela, 
Columbia, 
TZcuador, 
Peru 
and parts of Brazil, yet they are Indi- 
ans. This means that they have neither 
imagination nor ambition. 


Hence, notwithstanding all the good 
qualities of the natives of Bolivia, the 
country's future will be prosperous only 
as immigration brings in a new people 
whose watchword will be "today" rath- 
er than "tomorrow"; and "I will" rath- 
er than "it's too much trouble," 


I am just leaving for Antofagaeta, 
the two Chilian gateways to Bolivia. In 
the early "eighties," this territory, now 
a part of northern Chile, belonged to 
Peru. During the Chilian-Pemvian war 
it was taken by Chile and has since 
been retained by Chile awaiting a vote 
of the people as to which country they 
prefer to be a part. 
Theoretically, Peru 
expects to get it back, but it is very 
improbable. 
Hence, I shall refer to this 
section as "northern Chile." 


Here in northern Chile are the great 
nitrate mines which have been to Chile 
such a source of great wealth. 
As ev- 
ery farmer know-», the basis of the fer- 
tilizers ivhich he purchases in bags is 


nitrate. 
Once nitrate doubtless existed 
in all countries in great quantities. But' 
everywhere—excepting along this west 
coast of South Amreica, it has been- 
washed away by the rains. 
Hence the 
lack of rain is today the greatest aaset 
of northern Chile! 


In addition to nitrate, northern GUI« 
possesses rich copper and other mines. 
The Braden eoj^er mines—^well known* 
to all investors in the United S t a t e s - 
are located here. Moreover, in tho d m - ' 
qriicamata province is soon to bo opened . 
the largest copper mines in the world. 
These are being developed by the Gug- 
genheims tmder the name of the Ghila 
Exploration company. 
Other than in' 
mineral wealth, northern CSille is aarid 
and barren. Today there is no agricnl-l 
ture. 
What years to come majr brin|C, 
forth through irrigation is oonjeetore. 
So far as we are coneenied, it is aafm* 
to say that the future of northeom Ckdia 
depends upon the development of the«i 
nitrate, the copper and the other min- 
erals which It T>o8ao8se8.

With the convicted Terre Haute men safely stowed away in the 
federal penitentiary—safely there, at least, until perchance some of 
Ithem may succeed in giving bond for liberty pending the appeal of 
their cases, the perplexing problem that has arisen over two judge 
ships there—those in the Vigo circuit court and the Terre Haute 
icity courts—is giving legal authorities abundant opportunity for 
^ e s s e in decision and in action these days. 


As the cases stand, the places are perhaps not definitely vacatet 
<Jn the absence of resignations or impeachment proceedings carried to 
ia conclusion, but it would be idle to contend that either of the late 
joconpants of these places is in position to legally or actually per- 
form his judicial duties. 


Judge Redman, it will be recalled, was declared elected to tb 
tiirGuit bench by ten votes in an election which has been later shown 
to have been honeycombed with fraud. Before the federal grand 
gury investigation, however, his opponent in the race, Charles Pnl 
'a«m, republican, had started contest proceedings which have not yet 
. been decided. 
Governor Ralston and Attorney General Milburn 
have been holding conferences to decide upon what action should be 
tnken, and there is a strong belief that the governor will soon ap 
point men to one or both judgeships, and then permit the appointees 
to fight put the legal tangle in their own behalf in the courts. It is 
much to be hoped that Governor Ralston will step into the cases as a 
defciite method of bringing to a head the settlement which should 
J)e reached quickly in'the interest of the public business.

His resigna- 
tion would not entirely clarify the situation, but it would tend to 
l^elp mightily in bringing order out of the present judicial chaos.

One of the interesting developments 
of the great European war io far 
Russia is concerned, is the enormous 
increase of savings in the banks of that 
country in recent months. In 1913 sav 
ings in Russia amounted to $17,510,000, 
In 1914 the showing waa 
$43,260,000 
The increase in 1914 over 1913 amount 
ed to $25,750,000. 
One peculiar thing 
about this remarkable situation is the 
fact that of this increase 
$14,628,000 
came in the month ot December, 1914 
Not only that, but in the 
first 
two 
•weeks of January, 
1915, the increase 
continued, with a showing of $7,725 
000. The prospect, when the report was 
made, indicated steady gains even be 
yond the showing for Decembw, 1914 


National prohibition of the sale and 
use of liquors—a war «neasure—is un 
derstood to have brought about 
this 
amazing 
economic benefit. 
For 
none 
will argue but that it is better for the 
people of any country to save money 
increasingly and to develop thrift rath 
er than indulgence. 
In December, 1913 
Russians increased tlieir savings only 
$361,000, while in December, 1914, with 
out vodka, the great.drink curge 
Russia, the people of that country saved 
$14,987,000. In the first half of Janu 
ary, 1914, under vodka and its influ 
ence, the Russians saved but $155,000 
while in the first and second weeks 
January, a year 
later, 
freed 
from 
vodka, and under national prohibition 
the same people saved $7,880,000. 


Not all the increase In savings is due 
to prohibition, as some minor factors 
enter into the situation, including war 
time habits of economy and the ceasa 
tion of wild purchasing 
of imported 
luxuries. It must be admitted, however 
that as a wise economic proposition, the 
abolition of the sale and drinking 
^'odka in Russia has been amply vindi 
cated in a very definite 
way. 
From 
profligacy the Russians are turning to 
thrift as never before, and temperance 
and thrift are the "clean-up" twins.

Washington, April 24.--Notwithstand- 
ing special attention has been called re- 
peatedly through the official 
publica- 
tions of the postoflSce department and 
also through the press to the rates of 
postage applicable to articles mailed in 
the United l^tates addresaed for deliv- 
ery abroad, the dep^^rtmenfc continues 
to receive complainta on account of the 
receipt in foreign countries of much 
short-paid mail from the United State». 


Poetmasters are directed again, there- 
fore, to give the widest possible pub- 
licity to the rates of postaige applica« 
ble to articles for foreign countries, and 
to the regulation which requires the col- 
lection of double the $imount of the de- 
ficient postage upon the delivery 
of 
short-paid articles in international mails. 
Whenever it is practicable to do 
so, 
postmasters shall al«o promptly inform 
the senders of short-paid articles mailed 
at their office» of the amount neceflsary 
fully to prepay the postage on such 
articles and to hold the articles until 
the sender» supply the necesnary post- 
age stamps or specifically authorize the 
dispatch of the »rtidea a« short-paid.

The president writes 
a monthly letter to the 2,000,000 club 
women of the country. This letter ap- 
pears first in our official organ and then 
in the daily and weekly press. 
Mrs. 
Pennybacker also writes personal let- 
ters to the forty-nine state presidents. 
Tn addition to all this, the president has 
since the Chicago biennial, traveled thou- 
sands of miles making official visits, 
many of the board of directors have at- 
tended conventions and other meetings 
in their advisory states, and numerous 
chairmen have represented their depart- 
ments in various sections of the coun- 
try. 
Other means of binding all sec- 
tions of the organization toother are 
the bureau of information, Portsmouth, 
N. H., and the General Federation Maga- 
zine, published at 25 West Forty-second 
street. New York 
city. 
The 
bureau 
serves as a clearing house of general 
federation information, inquiries being 
answered promptly. The magazine keeps 
the club women in touch with current 
federation happenings.' The federation 
is thoroughly alive on the peace ques- 
tion. 
From the establishment of the 
peace committee imder the educational 
department three years ago, it has been 
the policy to work in a quiet, funda- 
mental, educative way. 
It has seemed 
best to make no alliance with any of 
the various peace organizations, but to 
concentrate on the plans outlined by 
tour peace committee. 
In order to aid 
the work of this department, I am this 
week sending requests to all state presi- 
dents to observe in a fitting manner 
May 18, which has been set aside by 
President Wilson as peace day. 
I am 
also asking that for the year 1915-16 
as many as possible of the eleven de- 
partments make'an earnest effort to do 
some concrete peftce work."

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Paving Season Opens and That Recalls History of Fort 
Wayne's Getting Eighty Miles of Finest Thoroughfares 


R fc not the Bmaller or leas prixed 
|>aTt of Fort "Wkyne's fame that she is 
the best paved city of her class in the 
iUnited States of America. At this timo 
Port Wayne ha« almost eighty miles 
of improved streets by standard types 
of modern paving. 
Of this there are 
475 miles of asphalt, 29 miles of brick, 
1.7 miles of tarvia and .0.3 miles of con- 
crete, or a total of 1,500,000 
square 
yards. This is a development of a quar- 
ter of a century, during which period 
the city has seen more than a dozen 
miles of cedar block laid down and then 
displaced by standard pavement. 
For 
the pavement now down there has been 
expended in original cost in round num- 
bers $3,000,000. 
A 
considerable 
sum 
has been added to the investment for 
maintenance and repairs. 


The present year will see the total 
biileAge brought close to ninety and if 
the demands of the people for pave- 
ment are met next year Fort Wayne 
!will reach the century mark in paving 
¡Dilea^ by the end of 1916. 


Paving Season Is Opened. 


The open season for paving streets 
begins as early as the weather will per- 
mit and closes when frost forbids op- 
BTations. The beginning and end of the 
leaeon depend much upon the charac- 
ter of pavement. 
For tho high-grade 
ktandaid pavements that for nearly a 
qtiarter of a century 
the people 
of 
Tort Wayne have demanded there can 
l)e no work while there is danger of 
Bevere cold, because 
cement 
concrete 
that is used for the foundation is in- 
jured by freezing before it thoroughly 
"sets." 
There was an early beginning 
in Fort Wayne this year and two con- 
tracting firms—the Grace Conetruction 
company and the Brooks Construction 
company—have each two streets under 
way. 
The Grace company has complet- 
ed excavations and the setting of curbs 
on Smith street and is now 
pouring 
concrete, while excavations have been 
started on Harmer street. 
The Brooks 
company has progressed about as well 
on Grant avenue and is excavating on 
Wi/. street. 


The present outlook is that not quite 
Ro much pavement \\ill be put down in 
Fort Wayne this year as in 1913 and 
in 1914, but there will be a big gain in 
improvements of this sort and if the 
board of works can squeeze Controller W. 
C. Baade for additional appropriations 
to pay for street intersections the rec- 
ord will not fall far behind the

•water marks of the two previous years 
wheri Fort W ayne led all the cities of 
Indiana in the

wait for the devclopmsnt of building 
and the settlement of r»rld«nts to cre- 
ate a demand

the beginning. 


Older Parts All Pave«. 


The older parts of the city are almost 
entirely i)aved. . By the end of the pres- 
e t yonr tlio great seftion between the 
'Kick« ] Plate and Pennsylvania railroads 
from Cittlhoun street 
to tho St. Mary's 
river will Ijave hardly a square of im- 
pavcd thoroughfare. There will be more 
unpaved streets eaat of Calhoun street

quality of reproach by denizens of oth- 
er sections. 
Fine streets have brought 
fine residences, beautiful 
lawns, 
and 
premises that in every way are well 
kept. 
Lakeside has kept up the devel- 
opment of standard streets since 
the 
start was made and that section 
to- 
gether with Forest Park addition which 
adjoins it on the north are pretty thor- 
oughly paved. 
Lakeside property has 
had a very small percentage of unpaved 
streets. 


In short, Fort Wayne is a thoroughly 
paved city. 
For the future, improve- 
ments of this sort 
will be 
conccrned 
largely with the maintenance of what 
is doA\Ti and the pavmg of newer sec- 
tions. 
The "old town"' has been provid- 
ed for in the matter of streets. 
It is 
possible to drive over the entire city 
by almost any route touching every 
section without leaving 
thoroughf ires 
that are driveways of the highest mud- 
ern type. 
This is the development of 
a quarter of a century and one of the 
physical qualities of the city that its 
people feel most proud of. 
Instances 
have been few where street improve- 
ments were forced. Twice only has the 


city coTmcil employed its powers to man- 
date paving over the remonstrances of 
resident property owners. As a matter 
of fact the city has never been and is 
not now prepared financially to take 
on the burden of its share of street im- 
provements petitioned for. 
In 1914 the 
city paid out $60,000 for street inter- 
sections and yet the demand of prop- 
erty owners for pavement was far from 
met. 


Plank Was the First Pavement. 


Fort NA'ayne began improving streets 
back in an early daj', wlu-n the alterna- 
tive to navi^table mud in the rainy sea- 
sons was 
the 
plank 
road. 
Calhoun 
street had as the first of its five pave- 
ments a roadway of planks. 
That was 
put down much more tiian lialf a cen- 
tury ago. 
When it was worn out and 
past repair the city government order- 
ed it improved with Xichol.'son jjavemcnt. 
In 1807 a contract was let to Meyer, 
Silver and Iddiiigs to pave 
Callioun 
street from W avne .street to the Penn- 
sylvania railroad witli Nicholson. This 
was put down at a price of $3 a square 
yard—a cost that exceeded what the 
city has ever paid for any of the'^stand- 


ard modern pavements. 
About 
that 
time there was much other Nicholson 
pavement put on the downtown streets, 
and the city got along with it imtil 
1890, when there was a great outburst 
of public spirit for streets of modern 
character. 
The city council took note 
of it early in the winter of that year 
and committees of the body were sent 
in many directions to inspect pavement 
in other cities and roport what was 
most to be advised for Fort Wayne. 
Tho committees reported, 
the subject 
'was discus.'e.I at mass meetings in near- 
ly every ward of tlie city and tlie up- 
shot was a saturnalia of cedar block 
paving. 
The year previoti.s, 
however, 
the first modern standard type of pave- 
ment had Ijpcii p:it 
down 
on 
West 
Wayne street from Calhoun to College 
in a splendid asphalt pavement, part of 
which is in tolerable state today. There 
was a great fight over this improve- 
ment and a long periotl of litigation en- 
sued before the pavement was paid for. 
It was completed late in the fall of 1889 
and its completion was celebrated by 
a dance on its smooth surface. 
While 
its great superiority over anything then 


achieved or in prospect was admitted, 
the cost rather terrorized property own- 
ers in general and the oouncilmanic in- 
vestigation was instituted. But Wayne 
street gave the people of Fort Wayne 
a taste of what modern street building 
was like and they wanted to get a^vay 
from the old dirt driveways. The senti- 
ment was vastly stirred, also, by the 
fact that the winter of 1889-90 waa one 
of the warmest and most "open" within 
the recollection of the oldest inhabitant. 
There was scarcely any snow, there was 
but one freeze that even hinted at skat- 
ing and an ice harvest—that coming in 
March—and there was a succession of 
prolonged and heavy rains. The streets 
became deep channels of mud. 
All of 
them were difficult and some of them, 
according to newspaper files of the time, 
were actually impassable. 


"We want good streets!" became the 
slogan and evervbodv shouted it. 
The 
city fathers took coimael of the gen- 
eral clamor and the result was in the 
year of Our Lord 
Eighteen 
Hundred 
Ninety a greater mileage of street pav- 
ing was put down than in any other 
year of Fort Wayne's history. It was

The season of saner 
judgment and more practical effort for 
street improvement came soon" after and 
it has 
continued 
not 
only 
witiiout 
abatement but rather with the increase 
of strength ever since. 
Eleven Miles of Wooden Blocks la Tear. 


On the night of April 26 the oouncil 
received bids for pa^ng many streets 
and one month later bids were received 
for another batch, all witJi cedar blocks. 
At that time and up to 1892 the princi- 
pal streets of the city were given wood- 
en block pavement, save West 
Berry 
street, which in 1891 was paved with 
asphalt and East Wayne street^ which 
was paved the year^prevlons with brick. 
Calhoim street, Harrison street, Clinton 
street. Main street, 
Columbia 
etreet, 
Hanna street, Maumee 
avenue. West 
Jefferson street. East and West DeWald 
street, Broadway, Fairfield avenuo, Grif- 
fith Btreet (now Fairfield avenue). East 
Bemr street. Court street, East Grelgh- 
ton avenue. East Washington street and 
some others were covered with the ce- 
dar blocks during the years of 1860-01- 
02. In the first burst of enthiuiaam for 
this pavement It was incontrovertibly 
"the thing" and In 1890 alone there 
were laid eleven miles of It—the great- 
est mileage of pavement ever laid here 
in any one year. The last of it waa put 
down in 1892, when Julius Remus exe- 
cuted a contract to pave Broadway from 
DeWald street to Creighton avenue. Aft- 
er that pavement of a different type 
was In demand. 
Tho wooden 
blocks 
wore out quickly, became rough, were 
unsightly and imsanltary and in some 
streets during fresheta were known to 
rise from their gravel beds and swim. 


In 1898 some brick pavement waa put 
down i^d in 1894 the city's third as- 
phalt street was complete on 
Wiest 
Washington, which thorot^bfare 
then 
became known by its present day pre- 
tentious though deserved designation of 
"Washington boulevard west." 


Thence on, only pavements of stand» 
ard time—^brick or asphalt—were put 
down in Fort Wayne. Progress was not 
rapid until 1898, when there was again 
a lively burst of sentiment for improv- 
ed streets and that year many miles of 
asphalt were put down, Calhovm street 
from the Nickel Plate to the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad being one of the streets 
so improved and the wooden block was 
removed. 
Hme, too, it was, for the 
condition of the street had become ver- 
itably an eye-sorrow and disgrace. 
It 
was so badly out of repair that it was 
a peril to traffic. 
Calhoun street has 
been paved five times. 
It was 
fint 
paved with plank, that was replaoed in 
1867 with Nicholson. This type of pave- 
ment remained for twenty-three years, 
when it gan- way in 1890 to the wood- 
en block. 
» ight years proved the life 
term of thv cedar billets. 
Then came 
the asphalt, which did not give good 
service, but the city made shift by much 
expenditure for repairs and tolerating 
conditions that were a shame to the 
community to get along with it for a 
dozen years, and in 1910 put down the 
present admirable brick pavement, ad- 
mittedly one of the best pavements of 
that type to be found in the country. 


Wooden Block Replaced. 


There does not remain in the city a 
foot of the more than doz^ miles of 
cedar block that were laid in the early 
OO's. 
After a . f e w years it began to 
wear out, was universally condemned 
and in due time 
replaced 
on 
every 
street where it had been laid by stand- 
ard pavements. 
The last of it to go 
was that on South Calhoun street from 
DeWald street to Killea street, which 
part of Fort Wayne's great artery was 
improved with asphalt in 1905. 


Shale brick and asphalt or some type 
bituminous pavement have been 
the 
standards in Fort Wayne for now more 
than twenty years. Experimentally two- 
or three sqiiares of asphalt blocks have 
been put down, but that material has 
never gained favor here. The only de- 
parture from the standards was last 
year when three streets 
were 
paved 
with concrete, the total. distance being 
not great. 
A limited yardage of con- 
crete has been contracted for this year 
nnd more may be given place l»t«r iti 
the season. 
I Next to Calhoim atimt Maumea ave-

City Repairs Its Asphalt Streets. 


In the twenty-five years during which 
asphalt has been laid in Fort Wayne 
the guarantee has expired 
on 
many 
miles of streets and the city is now 
obliged to maintain them. 
Two years 
ago the municipality purchased an as- 
phalt repair plant and has since 
that 
time done most of the "patching" itself 
instead of having it done by contract. 
The report« of Superintendent I^o^e 
for last year show that the city mada 
•—or rather saved—a considerable aim; 


doing its own repair work. 
Many 
miles of street« that were in bad condi- 
tion have been restored and by the end 
of this present season there will not 
be any great extent of asphalt streets 
that have not been put in a satisfactory 
state. 
The city plant is equipped and 
able to do original paving Avork of the 
asphalt type and but for the obatacle 
of the Indiana laws which require such 
public work to be done by contract with 
the best bidder some of the paving to 
be done this year would find tha dty 
an aggressive bidder f«- it with a good 
chanoe, by reason of its untaxed, un- 
capitalized aituatian, of getting all i# 
could do.

The Fort Wayae Electric works will 
tioon add another product to the fac- 
tory output—motors for operating vic- 
trolas and phonographs. 
J. J. Wood, 
the factory manager, has completed a 
motor for this purpose and a thorongli 
test has demonstrated its practicabil- 
ity. 
The motor, by attachment to the 
electric wires of a residence or other 
building, gives to the movements of the 
victrola or phonograph records even- 
ness and regularity not obtainable hi 
any other ma.nner. 
Manufacturers of 
victrolas and phonographs have placed 
their approval on the device and will 
handle it in connection with the sales 
of their musical apparatus. 


Another recent invention brought out 
by Mr. Wood and which is now being 
manufactured at the works, 
is 
the 
dental drill motor, the smallest motor 
ever made and which has remarkable 
power and facilities for operating dental 
tools. This little motor, which weighs 
only five and one-half ounces, has an 
armature capable of making 20,000 revo- 
lutions per minute, giving to the drill 
it operates a movement of 1,800 revolu- 
tions per minute and power to penetrate 
a solid oak block to a depth of one inch. 
These machines are sold to the Shelton 
iSlectric company, which has contracted 
to take the entire output of the factory. 


These little motors and others like 
them are giving the small motor de- 
•'partment of the big works on Broad- 
way all the business it can handle. All 
of the girls furloughed last winter when 
business was slack have been recalled 
and the company is taking on new 
'female help as rapidly as the right kind 
• applies for work.

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Court Takes Recess Today 
in Bames-Roosevelt 
Libel Suit. 


Syracuse, N. Y., April 24.-There was 
no session of court today, but on Mon- 
day ex-President Roosevelt will resume 
the witness stand for further cross- 
' examination in the defense of the suit 
for $50,000 damages for alleged libel 
brought against him by William Barnes. 


Yesterday Roosevelt on the stand told 
about his dealings with the "bosses,' 
hia personal relations 
with William 
Barnes, and his ideas about campaign 
funds of millions of dollars. 
He men- 
tioned the 
famous 
$500,000 
which 
Thomas Fortune Ryan contributed to 
the presidential cause of Alton B. Par- 
ker, and swore he never had seen a list 
of the names of the persons who helped 
swell the fund of $3,000,000 used in 
connection with his own campaign for 
the presidency. 


The list contained initials of men 
whom the colonel readily identified as 
being allied with the country's most 
powerful business and financial interests. 


Admits Contributions. 


In speaking of the Ryan contribution 
the witness gave it as his opinion that 
a leader of big business who contributes 
a half million dollars to help elect a 
candidate for president of the United 
States is prompted by the same spirit 
which would cause him to donate a sim- 
ilar sum to a church and that such 
contributor has no more hope of reward 
in one case than he has in the other. 


Personally, he said, he would have 
been very much surprised if many mas- 
ters of big business had not contributed 
to the republican campaign of 1914. 
The colonel mentioned the Standard Oil 
company and its campaign contributions, 
too. 
He said that if the report of the 
congressional committee, which investi- 
gated his campaign contributions showed 
that "H. H. R." and "J. D. A."—which 
the witnJtt thought stood for H. H. 
Rogers ana John D. Archbold—had con- 
tributed to republican fund in 1914, he 
was astonished. 
He said he had given 
explicit instructions against receiving 
any Standard Oil contributions. 
Regarded AU Alike. 
Personally, he emphatically declared, 
he would regard just as highly a con- 
tribution of $26, from the station ageiit 
at Oyster Bay, as he would a contribu- 
tion of $25,000 from Geoi^e W. Per- 
kins, who in 1904 was a partner in the 
firm of J. , p. Morgan A Co. 
And he 
ezpmsed the belief that , there was a 
limit to the amount a campaign fund 
should toUL 
Over a certain sum, he 
did not know how much, he thought 
that there might be some danger. 


The witness swore that the late E. 
H. Harriman himself had old him that 
there never was any such thing as a 
$240,000 "Harriman fund." 
He did 
identify, as being his, a letter he'wrote 
to Mr. Harriman, in which it was said 
"We are practicaF men," and that il 
Mr. Harriman thought there Was any 
"danger" in eomiqg to ibe white house 
at that time he might come later and 
discuss a certain matter. 
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Says Mayor's Clean-Up Or- 
ders Are Phoney, and Done 
on His Account. 


Terre Haute, Tnd., April 24.—For the 
first time since the opening of the evan- 
gelistic campaign in this city, Evan- 
gelist Milford H. Lyon took a number 
of "hot shots" at Terre Haute, its in- 
stitutions and habits last night. 


Dr. Lyon ridiculed the closing up or- 
ders issued by Acting Mayor Gossom 
and the board of safety, declaring they 
would have no effect upon the straight- 
ening out of the city. 
He said they 
were only put into effect because of his 
coming. 


The evangelist declared that Terre 
Haute certainly needed to be rid of the 
"booze," saying he had seen more drunk- 
en men on the streets of the city than 
hd has on the streets of any other town 
or city he has been in during the last 
two years. 


At one time when he was pointing out 
what lie called the bad spots of Terre 
Haute, he cried out: "Don't tell me 
your city is good, for I knov/ better." He 
said the mission of the revival meetings 
was to put Terre Haute on the map. 


In a general scathing of the city, he 
shouted: "Don't think your wickedness 
is altogether in the redlight district. It's 
on vour boulevards, too."

ska fields. As the government held ti- 
tle to their coal lands, however, they 
were prevented from taking out coal 
and so were forced to stop building the 
railroad. 


When they stopped building the rail- 
road officials 
figured 
passenger 
and 
freight traffic would pay for its upkeep. 
However, they did not figure on the fed- 
eral railroad tax and when this was 
demanded the road was forced to .shut 
down. 


Rather than go broke owners of mines 
depending on the road for transporta- 
tion conferred with the people of Se- 
ward and a plan was arranged by which 
they were allowed to operate it without 
being taxed in return. 


Thus, for a time, the road enjoyed 
the distinction of being the only one in 
Alaska operated by the public. 


From Turnagain Arm the route Is to 
be extended througK Susitna valley and 
across Broad pass to the Tanana river 
and from there on to Fairbanks.. 


Is is to be a standard gauge r ^ a n d 
from Matanuska Junction a side line 
will be run into the vast Matanuska 
coal field. 


Seward, the point at which the gov- 
ernment railroad will start, it located 
on Resurrection Bay, is one of tha beat 
protected harbors in Alaska. 


The town was founded in 1902 by a 
white mah nam^d Lowell and hia Indian 
wife.

The government has established a na- 
val coaling station there and once the 
railroad has tapped the ^latanuska coal 
fields it is likely that the station will 
be kept busy supplying our warships in 
the Pacific. Seward, is practically 1,500 
miles nearer the Philippine island bases 
than the Mare island naval station at 
San Francisco. 


Since the boom days have passed Se- 
ward has settled down into a substan- 
tial town with 
a 
commercial 
club, 
churches and Y. M. C. A. It is a busy 
outfitting point for 
hunters 
seeking 
game which is found in abundance on 
the Kenai peninsula. 


From Seward ships run to Seldovia, 
Sand Point, Unga, Kodiak and points 
on the Alaskan peninsula. 


Leaving Seward the government rail- 
road will run 471 miles north to Fair- 
banks on the Tanana river. 


This route takes it through the Susit- 
na valley, which is one of the 
most 
fertile in Alaska, through dense fir and 
birch forests, and gold, copper and coal 
regions. 
From Seward to 
Turnagain 
Arm, a distance of seventy-one miles, a 
railroad—the Alaska fiorthem, 
which 
the United States has taken over—al- 
ready is built. 


Fairbanks on the Tanana river, the 
far north end of the railroad to be, is 
one of the most prosperous 
cities 
in 


coast terminal of the government rail- 


Alaska and is located in one of the rich- 
est vallej's. On the land around about 
bumper crops of rye, barley, oats, etc., 
are r^aised, samples of which took prizes 
at the agricultural fair held in Minneap- 
olis in 1911. 


Although the gold rush in 1909-10 at 
Iditarod and Ruby City decreased the 
population of Fairbanks, still the town 
is on a sound basis with a city council 
and school board. 


At present its great need is transpor- 
tation, for it is estimated that of $30,- 
000,000 in raw gold produced at Fair- 
banks it cost nearly half that amount 
to transport it out to the coast. In the 
winter time the freight rate from Fair- 
banks to Cordova is a dollar a -poimd. 
Only fifty miles from Fairbanks are the 
great Bonnifield coal fields. 


Once tapped by Uncle Sam's railroad 
Fairbanks has a great future before it 
iu mining and agriculture.

Humiliation Before Neigh- 
bors Best Cure, Says 
This Police Chief. 


Los Angeles, April 
19.—Humiliation 
among his neighbors is more efficacious 
than a nigl^t in the .jail tanks in re- 
forming the periodical drunk, believes 
Chief of Police Charles IB. Sebastian, of 
this city. 


Putting his opinion into action, he 
ia inaugurating a "black special" 
for 
men of family who insist on falling off 
the water wagon—^a van with a big 
gong in which the high-brow delinquents 
will be hustled home with all the no- 
toriety possible. 


Then to clinch the expected reforma- 
tion, Chief Sebastian will demand that 
the "black special" passengers sign the 
pledge as an alternative to jail. 


"It's going to be a drastic cure," said 
Chief Sebastian, "but an effective one, 
I believe. 
!Men of family and responsi- 
bilities in this community cannot afford 
to have such a 'bawling out' occur more 
than once. 


"For the time being the disgrace will 
be almost unbearable, but 
this 
plan 
will be applied to men only 
when it 
seems a last resort before giving them 
a dose of cell life. 
It is the families 
I am concerned about, and I think to 
them it will be less humiliating to have 
father brought home with a big noise 
than to have him booked at the police 
station as a drunk. 


"I am certain that one or two ex- 
amples of this kind will 
act as 
the 
greatest possible deterrant for family 
men against getting too deep in their 
cups." 


Chief Sebastian is trying in every 
possible way to deal with the problem 
of drunkenness in a constructive man- 
ner. 
In this connection the now famous 
"simrise court" has proven particularly 
effective. 
Men who are brought in at 
night charged with drunkenness only 
are haled before a lieutenant of police 
at dawn the next morning and releas- 
ed in time to go to their work. They 
are given a bracer of black coffee. 


"Among working men who are inclin- 
ed to do the right thing and who profit 
by their unpleasant experiences, the in- 
novation has resulted in much good," is 
Cliief Sebastian's comment. 
"In 
this 
way we are able to weed out the man 
who has an occasional lapse from the 
confirmed ' ánd 
practically 
hopeless 
drunkard. 
They are given three chances 
before the sunrise court, and after that 
their portion is the usual thirty- sixty 
or ninety days in jail or at the inebri- 
ate farm run by the city. 


"The 'black special' is for the family 
men—those having homes—only."

T Is especially 
necessary to 
have looseness In a slip co>- 
er; there must be plenty of 
"give" to it. 


Otherwise, when one sits on It, It 
la apt to burst open, which would bo 
most disconcerting, particularly if it 
happened to be some one else's chair. 


The strip which runs from the ex- 
treme top of the chair back down to 
the peat, across the seat and on down 
to the required length, should be cut 
lengthwise of the goods without piec- 
ing. ^ 


Before cutting, it should be tucked 
well into the crease between the seat 
and the back. 
The narrow fronts of 
the arms are cut separately. 


The arm's inner side is cut length- 
wise, and extends over the roll, under 
which another seam occurs. The out- 
side of the arm is cut in one with 
the side of the seat. 


The back side of the chair back la 
cut In two lengthwise pieces, with the 
opening up the middle. 
The back'g 
"thickness" will also 
need a small 
piece, extending to the arm. 


The fasteners are balls and sock- 
ets, or buttons and buttonholes, or, 
in some instances, little bows. 
The 
balls and sockets are used for the 
back openings or for little tabs when 
seam openings are used. 


In all slip covers seams may be 
bound with a harmonizing tape or 
frenched. 
Good decorators 
usually 
make use of the latter, but this would 
probably be too difficult for an ama- 
teur to attempt. 


If one desires to be consistent In 
"slipping" a room, it can be done even 
to the large vases, lampshades, busts 
and pictures. 
In the case of vases 
and similar objects, a piece of card- 
board is cut the size of the top and 
covered with the cretonne. 


A piece of tao material is then cut 
the required length, and finished at 
the bottom with a casing; it is frilled 
on to the covered disk at the top. 
It is then slipped over and fastened 
in position, the size at the bottom 
regulated by a tape run in the cas- 
ing. 


In making covers for pictures, they 
can be hidden from view entirely, or 
only the frame need be slipped, the 
opening bound with a tape. 


WATCH FOBS 


Have Returned to 
Popular Favor 


OBS are back. They had to be 
revived because the fad for 
wearing fancy watches is so 
widespread that the 
ribbon 
means of displaying their beauty had 
to be resorted to. 


The ribbons in moire or corded silk 
are of thiBmselves objects of art, for 
the bar to which the suspending hook 
is attached is in gold, silver or plati- 
num, jewel-set.

matching materials holds flat the lap- 
over of the ribbon and half ^-ay of 
its length the lapped end, cut to a 
point ,is similarly edged and some- 
times supp9ris a pearghaped pendant.

REPAIRING 
OL^BOOKS 


A Simple Binding 
Will Save Tbem 


BY MRS. McCUNB. 


OME of you may have a good 
fej^ 
old book which Is generally a 
SdSJ 
more precious possession than 
the 
good 
new 
one. 
You 
wouldn't part with an old copy 
of 
Grimm's Fairy Tales, which you re- 
ceived on your birthday, for its weight 
in stock certificates. 
All old school 
books are sacred, and most of them 
are coverless and minus several pages, 
but try this method of home book- 
binding which can be easily done by 
any one. 


Books retaining their covers, but 
warped out of shape, may be improved 
by placing them under heavy weights, 
as they do in the screw presses in the 
large binderies. 


When the covers dangle by a thread 
and the cross stitching which 
pro- 
vides a uniform back is raveled, take 
a fine needle with linen thread and 
duplicate the stitches. 
There 
are 
generally four or five horizontal rows 
of such stitching to the average sized 
book and when this is poorly done 
the leaves fall out in pairs. 
In most 
school books which are fairly well 
bound one stitch secures from six- 
teen to thirty-two leaves, at intervals 
of one or two inches. 


In rebinding a book the back ends 
of the rebound pages are first covered 


ith glue and then with a narrow 
/trip of 
crlnolin 
or 
bookbinders' 
gause, which you can get at any hook 
store. 


When this is dry a coat of glue is 
opplied to the groove in the center of 
the cover, and the back of the book 
fitted on. 
Now carefully wipe away 
any visible glue that may oose out 
after the back has been firmly pressed 
on, and then apply the weights. 


When the book you wish to pre- 
serve is without a cover you might 
substitute that of some other book of 
less value or importance to you. 


If you cannot eliminate the print- 
ing on the back or you And it too 
large, cut it down to the proper shape 
and carefully peel 00 the linen or pa- 
per without tearing the cardboard or 
bookboard 
beneath. 
Then 
buy 
a 
piece of plain book linen and cover 
It yourself by means of a light appli- 
cation of glue and follow by the heavy 
weights. 


You must look out for bulky edges, 
A well bound book taken as a pat- 
tern will help you. 
The ends over- 
lapping at the corners must be fold- 
ed over and pressed down firmly and 
accurately. 
Before the inside paper 
lining 1| put on the«e edges must first 
be glued diown and >anowed to dry.

Petrarch and Bocaccio have abund- 
antly testified, and others of less 
fame have added their 
words of 
adoration. 
Moreover, her authentc 
portraits are sufficient to prove her 
to have been a woman of unusual 
loveliness. 


That she was possessed of strong 
Intellect and force of character is 
attested by the history of her reign. 


These facts are undoubted. 
In 
addition some 
very 
modem 
his- 
torians have attempted the enor- 
mous task of proving 
her a good 
woman. Learned monographs have 
been put forth to wipe away the 
hideous stains that history has left 
on her fame. 
Like 
all 
beautiful 
women who have been hurled head- 
long from high places. ' she 
has 
gained through the 
centuries her 
admirers, and in these later chival- 
rous generations she has had her 
champions willing to do battle with 
trenchant pen 
to prove 
her 
the 
kindliest and most maligned of fe- 
males. 
The case of Mary of Scot- 
land is such another, though Mary 
was a saint in comparison with the 
Neapolitan. When all has been said, 
-when the apologists have put forth 
their utmost endeavor, the sordid 
facts of history remain unshaken. 
Jeanne of Naples, 
most 
beautiful 
queen that ever graced a throne, 
was unquestionably one of the most 
wicked and heartless women 
of 
whom there is any authentic record. 


Robert the Wise, greatest of Nea- 
politan kings, died in 1343. His son 
Charles had preceded him to 
the 
beavenly home of kings and peas- 
ants. 
The heir was the wonderful 
and splendid Jeanne, daughter 
of 
Charles, and the wise king's be- 
loved and pampered granddaughter. 
Jeanne was just 16 years of age. 


The house of Anjou had spread 
Its tentacles far and wide from its 
French place

Duke of Calabria and consort of the 
little queen. Then Robert died. 


The Hungarian influence in Na- 
ples was strong, and King Louis, as 
soon as he learned of the death of 
Robert, set plans afoot for the joint 
coronation of Jeanne and Andrew, 
giving the young husband an equal 
sliare in the monarchy. It was not 
difficult of accomplishment, and the 
royal 
children 
were 
pompously 
crowned king and queen. 


Andrew was a likable and easy- 
going youth. He was unmistakably 
in love with his fascinating wifie, 
and tried in every way to win her.

protestations of innocence, was hor- 
rified at the crime. 
And Louis of 
Hungary, learning of the details, 
set forth with a great army to in- 
vade the realm of his fair coustn 
and inflict dire punishment 
upon 
her for the murder of his brother. 


Opposition to the Hungarian ad- 
vance proved worse than 
useless. 
The Neapolitan troops were routed, 
or flocked to the banner of the in- 
vader. 
The 18-year-old queen saw 
destruction staring her in the face, 
and with a desperate cruelty she 
determined to avert the catastrophe 
by the sacrifice of her friends. 


Jeanne summoned Bertrand 
De 
Baux, chief justice of the kingdom, 
and entrusted him with full power 
to search out and punish 
the as- 
sassins of Andrew. 


Bertrand undertook and 
carried 
through his work with a skill and 
discretion that has 
seldom 
been 
equaled by any hmnan chief justice. 


His first victims were Phillippa of 
Catania, the aged nurse, governess 
and foster-mother of the queen, and 
her beautiful granddaughter, San- 
cha. Countess of Terlizzi, a girl of 
Jeanne's own age, who had been 
her playmate since earliest child- 
hood.

cated, and beaten till their bones 
were broken. 
The crowds ^ould 
witness their sufferings, but 
were 
kept far enough away to be out of 
earshot of their confessions or ac- 
cusations. 
The wily Bertrand was 
taking no chances. 
It was all ar- 
ranged as a show for the pleasure 
of the Neapolitans, but he was 
abundantly careful that no charge 
against the guilty queen could be 
audible. 
So ferocious was the tor- 
ture that toward sunset the aged 
Philippa died. 
Sancha, less fortu- 
nate, survived, 
though 
her tor- 
ments had been more severe than 
those of her grandmothei-. The mis- 
erable girl, playmate and best friend 
of the perfidious queen, was carried 
to prison to await a more frightful 
ordeal on the morrow. 


The Neapolitans, horrified at the 
murder of Andrew,-swallowed 
the

They exculpated their queen, 
and 
vented their wrath on the conspirat- 
ors whom Jeanne was delivering up 
for their vengeance. 
Early in the 
morning they were awaiting at the 
door of Sancha's 
prison 
for the 
spectacle that was promised them. 
They were rewarded with a double 
entertainment, for during the night 
Bertrand had apprehended Sancha's 
younger sister, scarcely more than 
a child, and had, without taking the 
trouble to put her to the prelimin- 
ary torture, condemned her to suf- 
fer the fate of the queen's favorite. 


At the appointed hour A^e prison 
gates swung 
open, 
and a strong 
body of men-at-arms Issued forth.

So many were the corpses 
in Naples that the plague broke out, 
and 
the 
Hungarian 
armies were 
hastily drawn off and led back to 
their own land.

But Louis of Hungary was a per- 
sistent. man, and his anger at his 
brother's murder was one of 
the 
great iwssions of his life. 
He re- 
turned once^ore to Na'^les, and this 
time Jeanne did not flee before his 
conquèrlng armies. 
She agreed to 
stand trial before a papal'court as 
to her guilt. The verdict was one of 
acquittal. The Hungarian king, tem- 
porarily wearied of his search for 
vengeance, though by no means sat- 
isfied of Jeanne's Innocence, retired 
to his own kingdom to await a better 
opportunity. . 


Louis of Taranto died In 1382, and

Is there any eTCtise for the pres- 
ent under-the-sea 
warfare being 
carried on by submarines? 


Is there any humane principle in 
support of these daring craftsmen 
who fight their battles under sea and 
without being observed send many 
merchant ships to the bottom and 
their crews to watery graves in the 
enforcement of the embargo on ves- 
Bels bound to the British Isles? 


Britannia claims that the raids of 
the submarine warships are unwar- 
ranted, that the crews of such ves- 
sels are pirates and will be execut- 
ed as such when they are captured. 


Yet a more humane view of the 
question is presented by the men 
who fight these battles. 


Prom the standpoint of ethics and 
International law they can point to 
not only a precedent to the legit- 
imacy of such warfare, but even to 
it» humaneness. 


The protestations of warring na- 
tions who object to the ravages of 
the submarines have been presented 
but never has there been any letter 
of justification for the submarine. 
A state official recently has re- 
ceived from a German submarine 
Bailor his reasons for the attacks 
and they present his peculiar code 
of ethics. 
^ 
^^ 


Here is his story in brief: 
He 
was aBfligned to this most hazardous 
and almost detestable berth on a 
submarine boat by his command— 
and accepted it as one of his duties. 


He didn't reason that submarines 
are objectionable implements of 
warfare and 
that they ever have 
been protested by the British. Or 
that the crews of such vessels may 
be taken as pirates by England and 
executed as pirates. With them it 
was but the order of the Germany 
navy and they complied with it just 
as readily as if they were assigned 
by the admirality of a great battle- 
ship. 


To the German sailor his assign- 
ment means nothing. 
Whatever 
duty he may be required to perform, 
whatever duty he may be asked to 
accomplish, he always Is a German 
sailor. 


To most sailors the position on a 
submarine is objectionable in that 
the vessel runs away after striking 
tts decisive blow. German sailor? 
say they don't want to run away, 
ftnd if possible they don't want to be 
in the submarine service. However, 
there are German sailors who enjoy 
this particular branch of the naval 
work. 
• SAILOR'S TIEWS. 


One of this number recently has 
written:

In fighting blindly against an un- 
seen foe we may have sent many 
men to their death but we were but 
carrying on the rules of ordinary 
warfare, we were following the in- 
structions of our commander and we 
were but doing our duty. 


"1 am not personally bitter against 
my antagonists and I do not believe 
that anyone of our submarine serv- 
ice feels that way. In the trenches it 
may be different. A few hundred 
yards away is an adversary. It is 
just a game of his killing you or you 
being killed. You and your foe are 
in sight and the battle is a fair one. 
But in submarine warfare it is dif- 
ferent. Whether the bomb you send 
out or the torpedo that is shot 
strikes and damages the vessel at 
which it is aimed is not known to 
us until we reach shore and read 
the newspapers. 


"We undergo the utmost hard- 
ships while under sea. I was a na- 
val recruit and was assigned to a 
submarine against my wishes. I 
entered a ship in a great seaport 
the name of which I am not allow- 
ed to reveal and was with the rest 
of the crew instructed by my com- 
mander to prepare for actual duty 
roaming beneath the seas searching 
for vessels that would come with- 
in the ban of the orders of our gov- 
ernment. 
PLTJiiGKTG TO 
THE BOTTOM. 


"When our air-chambers opened 
admitting the water and we sank al- 
most to the bottom of the sea, I was 
fully determined that the orders of 
our captain were to be carried out, 
even if they resulted in our death. 


"As this steel vessel plunged to 
the bottom of the sea I had no re- 
morse as to what we were to do. We 
were sailing under the sealed or- 
ders of the naval department itself 
and we knew that these orders were 
indirectly from the Kaiser and in fa- 
vor of the Fatherland. We were de- 
termined to die happily In the en- 
forcement of the orders. 


"As the little vessel with 12 of us 
aboard sank In the sea with its 
chambers wide open, we cheeniy 
welcomed our risk and silently of- 
fered our lives to the great cause of 
our nation. 


"In the turret sat our captain with 
his eye to the periscope. Beneath, 
our gasoline engines roarled while 
we sailors sat about on bunks in an 
atmosphere of oxygen and com- 
pressed air that almost stifled us. 
The compressed air was necessary 
to preserve the inside pressure and 
keep the plates from buckling-in as 
we dived toward the bottom. Thou- 
sands of fish were mirrored before 
the glass on one side 6t the vessel 
as we sank. The veiy helplessniofs 
of our position, our inabilitr to 
escape should we meet with acci- 
dent and our reminiscence of the 
statement of friends that death by 
dtowniflg 1« painless, eBConraged lui 
in this great risk.

ment. We sailors sat about hardly 
speaking, for it was our first plunge 
to the bottom of the sea. We were 
true sailors and willing to sacrifice 
our lives, but there In that great, 
dark abyss of the Atlantic ocean, 
we concealed the signs of fear that 
must come to anyone who makes his 
first descent in the submarine. 


We had been used to perils on the 
sea; most of us had been seamen 
aboard German battleships, but in 
that thrilling dive beneath the water 
we all stood cowed. Just as I imagine 
a man would if he were seated in the 
electric chair. 


"Several hours after our descent 
our commander called us to atten- 
tion and from his position in the 
periscope tower said that within few 
minutes we might be ready to strike 
at a real battleship. A toii>edo was 
in place and we waited nervously at 
its side while the engineer slowly 
made his way ahead and the com- 
mander proceeded cautiously with 
his eyes to the periscope. 
SHOOTIIiO A 
TORPEDO. 


"Fire," came the sudden com- 
mand. 
Without 
looking to 
see 
where our missle of destruction was 
to go we pulled the lever that re- 
leased a giant torpedo. There we 
stood in almost darkness waiting to 
see if our shot reached its mark. 


There was a sudden explosion In 
the distance. To our men beneath 
the sea It seemed as if the earth had 
crashed in and for several minutes 
many of us lost our hearing. I saw 
the commander grinning in the tur- 
ret and felt that we were rushing 
from the scene as fast as possible. 


"It was not until a week later that 
I learned that one of the greatest 
ships In the merchant marine of 
Great Britain had been destroyed by 
our missile. It was said a number 
of sailors on the vessel we attacked 
perished, and we were sorry to leam 
that 


"It seems to me that it is the duty 
of the convoys to rescue the crews 
of such vessels. In our short ex- 
perience In which time together 
with other submarines of the tJ se- 
ries of the German fleet we have de- 
stroyed a total of one hundred and 
forty merchantmen and battleships 
on the high seas. 


"We have heard that a number of 
men were drowned and we regret 
their death. All in all we never see 
them and to hear they come to their 
death through our torpedoes is dis- 
tressing to the 'under-the-sea' sail- 
ors. In one regard it is not like fac- 
ing a foe face to face and shooting 
at him. Tet how does it differ from 
warfare in the trenches. Men with 
long-range rifles are shooting at oth- 
er men. In the trenches they even 
use periscopes, such as used on sub- 
marines. Mmi are shooting at men 
thej sever aee. It seems that the 
•ame warfare being waged In thè 
trenches !• being fouiÀtt under the 
sea, as far as a^ing the toe is con- 
cerned.

the surface to empty our ballast 
tanks and get fresh air. We were up 
but 
half 
an hour 
when 
the 
commander sighted a column of 
smoke to our left in the open sea oft 
the coast of France and ordered our 
descent. The ballast tanks again 
slowly filled and we descended until 
our priscope barely showed. 


"As I said, our periscope was vis- 
ible. It was broad day light and 
someone in the crow's nest of the 
on-coming vessel spied it. Before 
we could descend and while we were 
about a quarter of a mile of our 
supposed prey, a shot rang out ^ d 
our periscope was shattered. 
Our 
commander ordered our immediate 
descent. We opened all our tanks 
and went to the bottom of the sea. A 
few minutes 
later a great bulk 
passed over us and we recognized 
the form of this great terrier of the 
sea that we had intended sinking. 


"It passed above us as a cloud 
passes over the sun and we lay in 
the weeds and mire on the bottom 
of the sea as if we were but a bar- 
nacle that might attach itself to this 
great ship. 
For many hours it 
cruised about for its orders were to 
sink any submarines that might be 
sighted and the sinking of a subma- 
rine was considered a great achieve- 
ment. 


"In the small space of the living 
room of this submarine we sat about 
anxiously awaiting to ascend. Al- 
ready the air was becoming exhaust- 
ed of its oxygen from our long stay 
beneath the surface. The gasoline 
motors also had taken away a sup- 
ply of air, our oxygen auxiliary 
tubes were almost exhausted and 
the first signs of the stupor and ex- 
haustion that comes from lack of 
air, was stealing over us. 


"Many of us started bleeding from 
the mouth and nostrils. Others 
groaned and layed back. Yet we 
were German sailors and not one 
uttered a word. Our commander 
sat grimly at the base of the shat- 
tered periscope. He could but dim- 
ly see the outlines of the threatening 
vessel above him and with the rest 
of us thought we were doomed to 
death under water. 
DEATH UNDEE 
THE SEA. 


"Then came our most grim reali- 
zation. Death in the submarine was 
not by drowning, but by that slow 
and painful asphyxiation In which a 
dozen men in a small room clamber 
for air and cannot get It. In which 
the blood bursts forth from their 
ears, eyes and nose and they have 
no relief until the stupor that pro- ' 
ceeds death. We were not even to 
receive the ordinary natural relief 
that visits sailors above the sea 
when they go to their deaths under 
the waves. 
They might have a 
chance to be rescued, but we were 
caged rata. 


"Finally most of us fell in a stu- 
por only to be aroused a^ halt hour 
later by the commander and the en- 
gineer jerking iia,to our feet and 
eommaodinf ua to wake up.

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THE USE OF LEGUMINOUS CROPS 


The A^essive Campaign That Has Been Waged for the Past Few Year« 
In the Interest of Better Farming by the Use of Legumes Has 
Not Been Without Its Reward.

Soy Beans. 


The soy beans, also known as Japan 
pea and Soja bean, is one of the many 
^ood things that have come to us from 
Asia. 
The writer first grew it In 1872, 
but its real worth and value have not 
been appreciated by us until within 
the last few years. 


As a forage crop, especially for hogs. 
It is exceptionally 
fine. 
For best re- 
sults th- hogs should be turned on 
them about the time the bean in the 
pod has reached its full six«, and be- 
fore It begins to harden while the 
leaves are still green. 
The hogs will 
first eat the leaves, then the remain- 
der of the plant until there is only the 
hard stalk left. 


Soy beans require good preparation 
of the soil. 
Slipshod methods usually 
' result In a failure of the crop. 
They 
may either be sown broadcast at the 
rate of a bushel per acre or planted 
In rows and cultivated. 
The latt r 
plan gives best results. 
In purchasing 
seed, buy only bright plump seed, the 
vitality of which is guaranteed. 


Soy bean hay is of the finest and 
most nutritious quality. 
When cut at 
the proper stajre of growth and well 
cured. It is relished by all kinds of 
Btock. 
The beans In the pod should 
be about half or three-fourths grown 
when cut for hay. 
At that time the 
leaves are still green and wiU not 
readily fall off in handling the hay. 
Cut after the dew Is off and let lie 
until the afternoon. 
Rake into win- 
drows and remain until the next after- 
noon. 
Then put Into tall cocks and 
let them alone until they get quite 
warm. 
Then spread for a few hours 
until oool and stack or put Into the 
barn.

100 trees vrev sprayed by the Missouri 
Bxperlment 
station 
and

9aid In a pubUo meeting that he picked 
more marketable apples from these 
100 trees than from the 
remaining 
3600 that were not sprayed. 


The fact Is that after the disease 
and insects have become serious, as 
they were in the case Just mentioned, 
}t is practically impossible to make an 
orchard business pay without spray- 
,ing. 
Thus the business of fruit grow- 
ing In a great many cases absolutely 
depends upon spraying. 


The 
combination 
beef 
and 
dairy 
cow has been thus described: 
A cow 
that 
is large, strong 
and 
vigorous, 
full of energy and abounding in vital- 
ity; physical organization and diges- 
tive capacity such that she is able to 
turn to the best advantage the rough- 
age of the farm, converting it into 
merchantable products; that she yields 
large quantities of most excellent milk 
fit for any and all uses; that heredity 
is so firmly established that she is able 
to perpetuate herself through the pro- 
duction of strong, healthy calves; and 
that when for any reason her useful- 
ness in the dairy is at an end, she 
fattens readily and makes 
excellent 
beef. 


No one will deny the need of a dual 
purpose dairy breed in America—one 
that is primarily a dairy breed but 
that will also furnish desirable beef. 
The old system of beef 
production 
resting on free range, cheap lands and 
cheap feed is even now a thing of the 
past. 
Meats of all kinds are, year by 
year, advancing in price; and if the 
working people are to have beef at all 
within 
their 
means, 
it 
must 
come 
from the dairy herds of the country. 
Except for beef for ^he few who are 
able to pay very high prices, cows can 
no longer be kept merely for the calves 
produced; practically everywhere the 
dairy cow must take the place of the 
beef cow. 
Since these facts are in- 
disputable, 
farmer-dairymen 
seeking 
to improve their herds for dairy pur- 


poses should keep the item of meat 
production constantly in mind. 


How many cows there are In the 
United States that are kept for milk 
production, except for such figures as 
are found in the census tables, is un- 
known; but it may be safely stated 
that the number exceeds 20.000,000, 
and that the average cow does not give 
a return of exceeding $40.00 per year 
for the labor Invested and food con- 
sumed. 


With Increasing land values and cost 
of labor and feed, such a return gives 
little or no profit; and it Is up to the 
farmer-dairyman keeping 
a v e r a g e 
cows to look into the matter and to 
try to find out why he is working 
without compensation 
If the average 
dairy herd in the United States pro- 
duces Just enough to Induce Its owner 
ot keep on working, it is evident that 
many cows are kept at a loss, and that 
If the average production 
could 
be 
raised a nice profit would result, 
it 
Is also evident that the only way to 
raise the average is to Improve the 
methods of caring for the cattle and 
also the cattle themselves. 
By im- 
proving the methods, it is quite likely 
that the better three-fourths of the 
cows would produce as much profit as 
all now do, and the one-fourth now 
kept at a dead loss might be sent to 
the block without decreasing the out- 
put of dairy products. 
The man who 
milks cows merely for the pleasure he 
gets out of it, provided he can afford 
it, may confer a favor on humanity 


but does not show good Judgment, and 
the sooner such men can b® Induced 
to change their methods, the better 
It will be for the whole dairy Industry. 


Improvement in conditions is neces- 
sarily slow. 
The greater part of the 
owners are lethargic; but there Is al- 
ways a 
progressive portion 
that 
is 
looking for better things, and 
this 
portion will In time leaven the whole 
mass. The main cause of this lethargy 
is Ignorance. 
Pew men would keep 
unprofitable cows if they knew which 
were kept at a loss; but they do not 
test the cows individually and so can 
not know. 


All progress In 
dairy 
husbandry, 
aside from Improved methods of car- 
ing for the cattle, must depend upon 
Improvement 
by 
selection 
and 
by 
breeding. 
By selection of the best 
co\vB, and breeding to the sons of best 
cows, in time a great Improvement 
would be shown; but this process is 
too slow when there Is a quicker way. 
That quicker way ia to make use of 
the Improved dairy breeds fbr the ob- 
taining of bulls with which to mate 
the selected cows. 
An improved breed 
is one that is able to convert food in- 
to valuable products more profitably 
than could the breed or breeds from 
which It was derived. 
Also It must be 
so thoroughly established that It will 
breed true. 
The breed which should 
be carefully bred to is the one that 
excells In the profitable production of 
milk, butter, cheese and veal, and also 
beef production.

The Tobacco Plant and Its Prodncts la Attacked by a Nnmber of Ikseettf 
Which Cause a Large Annual Los»—Study and Care Will 
il,,,. .

The tobacco plant Is attacked to an 
injurious extent by a large number of 
different kinds of insects. 
The Insects 
which ordinarily cause the 
growers 
tho greatest 
concern 
are the 
horn 
worms 
(tobacco 
worms), 
cutworms 
and grasshoppers. 
Of minor import- 
ance, In that they occur only rarely 
and 
do less damage, 
are 
the 
fiea 
beetles, white grubs and wireworms. 
These Insects are not limited to to- 
bacco, but may occur upon a number

of other plants, and particularly upon 
related plants, such as potatoes, toma- 
toes and Jlmson 
weed. 
In 
certain 
seasons the ravages of 
hornworms, 
cutworms and grasshoppers are aufti- 
cient to reduce the profits of individual 
growers one-half. 
In fact, the grow- 
ers regard it as a very rare and fortu- 
nate season when one or the other of 
these pests do not reduce the profits 
or cause extra work and expense. 


The methods of control of any in- 
sect are based largely upon a knowl- 
edge of its life historj-, manner of feed- 
ing, habits and enemies. 
It is very 
desirable, therefore, that the grower 
learn something about the insect be- 
fore applying the methods of control. 


Ths destruction of insects by pois- 
oning Is one of the most certain and 
satisfactory methods of control. 
This 
practice has been followed In several 
tobacco growing states with good suc- 
cess, and should be practiced in all 
tobacco growing sections when insects 
appear In such large numbers that 
they are very injurious. 
There are 
three principal ways of using poisons 
against tobacco Insects, 1. e., spraying 
the tobacco plant, spraying trap crops, 
and using a poisoned bait. 
For in- 
sects which obtain their food by chew- 
ing out portions of the leaves, 
arsenate 
of lead or Paris green may be applied 
to ths leaves with a knapsack or com- 
pressed air sprayer, using it at the 
rate of about four pounds of arsenate 
of lead paste or four to six ounces of 
FVrls green to one barrel (50 gallons) 
of water. 
Weeds, such as nightshade 
and Jlmson 
weed 
and 
the 
tobacco 
suckers, may be used as trap crops by 
spraying early in the season or late In 
the season when there is no tobacco 
In the nsJihborhood. with the idea of 


killing many Insects whlclt are con« 
gregated and feeding upon these re» 
lated host plants. 
Poison baits are 
made by mixing a stomach polsOn such 
as Paris green with freshly cut clover 
or bran mash and scattering it about 
the fields for the insects to feed upon 
in the absence of other food. 


Probably the most common. If not 
the most Injurious Insect pest of to- 
bacco is the horn or tobacco worm. 
When the worms occur only In small 
numbers they are frequently held in 
check, by hand picking during topping 
and succering. 
Sometimea it Is neces- 
sary to resort to hand picking two or 
three times to save the crop. 
Flocks 
of turkeys and guinea hens in the fields 
sometimes ser^'e to hold the insects 
In check. 
Spraying with arsenate of 
lead, at the rat© of 4 or 5 pounds 
of the poison to 50 gallons of water, 
is a satlsfactorj- method of control. 
The cost Is not great, as the poison 
can be bought at 15 to 20 cents a 
pound and cheaper in large quantities. 
One man with a knapsack or com- 
pressed air sprayer shouj^ be able to 
appl3' the mixture to about two acres 
of tobacco a day. 


Cutworms are frequently a serious 
pest to tobacco as wpll as to a large 
number nf other plants. 
The work of 
transplanting 
is 
sometimes 
doubled 
as a result of this insect feeding upon 
the newly set plants, besides causing 
a number of indirect losses therefrom. 
The insect mòre usually is Injurious 
by cutting off the plant just at the 
surface of the ground, but sometimes 
climbs the stem of the plant and feeds 
upon the bud and young leaves. 


Cutworms are most likely to b^ In- 
jurious to tobacco or other cultivated 
crops when grown after sod or clover. 
For 
this reason special 
precautions

should be taken when preparing sod 
or clover land for tobacco. 
Pall plow- 
ing should, of course, be practiced, 
being careful to cover up all vegeta- 
tion. 
Many 
growers 
prefer

planting when cutworms are suspected 
to an Injurious extent, and this pre- 
caution 
together with 
the 
poisoned 
baits are recommended for this pur* 
pose.

trees by the million and pulled at 
them. 
The appearance of those trees 
after a few years of bee keeping would 
have convinced any fair-minded man 
that our little buzzing friends are true 
partners of the fruit grower."

The adoption of a 
of rota- 


tion ordinarily depen^i upon the fol- 
lowing f e t o r s : 


(a) The type of soil: (b) The loca- 
tion regarding temperature and rain- 
fall; 
(c) The market facilities; 
(d) 
The farmer's preference as to kind 
of crop and acreage of cereal, grass 
and cultivated crops to 
be 
grown; 
(e) The fertility if tho soil. 


Writing on the above subjeot, in a 
most 
instructive 
article, 
authorities 
connected with the University of Wis- 
consin, have the following to say: 


Due to the wide 
distribution 
of 
sandy soils in this state, and the differ- 
ent conditions and sentiment in each 
locality. It Is impossible to recommend 
& form 
of 
rotation 
for 
universal 
adoption. 
The one important 
fact, 
however, that all aandy soils are low 
in fertility and especially in nitrogen, 
generally holds. 
For this reason the 
acreags of grasses, cereals, and culti- 
vated crops should be chosen with 
this In mind, undsrstandlng thorough- 
ly that the nitrogen supply will de- 
pend on the growing and handling of 
legumea 
In laying out the land the 
cultivated crops should be grown in 
strips about 20 rods wide and alter- 
nated with strips of grass or grain 
to prevent the sand from blowing. 


On very poor sandy soil a two year 
rotation of soybeans or serradella al- 
ternating with either com or potatoes 
should be followed until the soil Is in 
suoh a condition that clover can be 
grown succsssfully. 
In this syitem 


the entire esop of soybeans or aerra- 
della shonld be plowed under to fur- 
nish fertility for the succeeding crop, 
thus losing the use of the land for one 
year. 
Bxperlments carried on show 
that the succeeding corn or potato 
crop will be large enough to pay for 
this loss, besides leaving the son more 
fertile. 


If olorer can be grown suCoessfulIy 
either a three-year or a fonr-year ro- 
tation may be followed. 
These rota- 
tlona are planned to permit the seed* 
Ing of clover either with or without a 
nurse-crop, but the best and most uni- 
form stand of clover can be seoured 
when seeded alone. 
For a three-year 
rotation, the field should be planted 
to clover the first year, according to 
directions for the growing of medium 


or mammoth clover. 
The second year 
the first crop of clover can be har- 
vested while the second should 
be 
turned under to furnish nitrogen and 
humus for the succeeding cultivated 
crop. 
If com is grown the third year, 
soybeans may be planted with 
the 


eom, ettherfor snags or green manur- 
ing purposes. 


In a four-year system of rotation 
a gra'n crop may be Introduced by 
planting the field to eorn during the 
flMt year; rye may be seeded in be- 
tween the corn rows at the time of 
the last cultivation. 
This will be the 
main crop during the following sea- 
son. 
After the rye Is harvested, soy- 
beans should be planted on the same 
field and plowed under in the fall as 
a green manuring crop. 
The third 
and fourth years the field would be in 
clover, being seeded without a nurse- 
crop. 
If pasture is needed the field 
may remain in clover another year. 


In a fire or six year rotation alfalfa 
may be Introduced by planting a cul- 
tivated crop the first year; grain the 
second; alfalfa without a nurse-crop 
the third and allowing the alfalfa to 
remain as long as good yields can be 
secured. 


In all these systems which are sub- 
ject to change to suit lo«al conditions, 
the farmer should make It a rule to 
keep the ground covered during the 
winter. 
Conaequently such crops as 
rye and clover should be seeded as 
much as possible. 
It wlU undoubtedly 
be necessary to use more than one 
rotation on each farm In order to 
obtain the best resulta In arranging 
Individual fields. Manure on commer- 
cial fertilisera when applied tn any 
rotation are utilised to beet advantage 
when added to the legume erop.

In the sections of the U. S. where 
heavy snows abound in winter, rab- 
bits, especially Jack rabbits, become a 
serious pest in young orchards, by 
girdling the trees just above the snow 
line 
Various methods of protecting 
trees have been used with more or less 
success, particularly that of wrapping 
the trees with thin sheets of wood 
made for the purpose, or the coiled 
wire wrappers. 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture recommends the following wash 
to be applied to the tree trunks with a 
brush: 


Unslaked lime, 20 pounds; 
fiowerS 
of sulphur, 15 pounds; water, 50 gal- 
lons. 


"This wash has been used success» 
fully." says Prof. W. U Burnett of the 
Colorado agricultural college. 
"When 
trees have been girdled, the knawed 
surface must be covered at once, be- 
fore the wind and sun have access to 
the wound. 
The injured parts may be 
painted or covered with grafting wa*. 


"As a rule, trees treated in this 
manner. In the spring will grow new 
bark. 
In cases of severe girdling, the 
method 
of bridge grafting may

used,, this operation being a slmp'ie 
one for a nurseyman familiar with the 
process of grafting.

Today's War News 


Given in Summary. 


A series of German successes along 


the western front is announced in 
today's official report from Berlin. It 
is said that the attempts of the al- 
lies to recapture the ground lost in 
Belgium have failed and that French 
and British attacks broke down un- 
der the German fire. The statement 
reports the capture of another town 
near Ypres and says that in the 
fighting in this region nearly 2,500 
prisoners, 35 pieces of camion and 
large amounts of rifles and ammuni- 
tion were captured. |At 'Other points 
where fighting occurred yesterday, it 
is said the Germans either routed at- 
tacking forces or themselves made 
progress. 


The French war office report gives 


a different version of the situation 
in Belgium, From this statement it 
would appear that the German ad- 
.vance had been halted. The allies 
have recaptured part 
of the lost 


ground, it is said, and are well or- 
ganized and fighting under good con- 
ditions. The advance of Germans is 
ascribed by the French war office to 
the 
use of bombs developing gas 


which asphyxiated the men in the 
trenches.

French Say Germans Hurl Asphyxiating 


Compound Into Trenches. 


Paris. April 24.—The French war de- 


partment today gave out the following 
official statement: 


"Supplementary reports furnish fuller 


particulars of the way the Germans 
succeeded in forcing our lines back dur- 
ing Thursday evening to the north of 
Yprcs between the Yser canal and the 
Boelcapelle road. 
Thick yellow smoke 


emitted from the German trenches and 
driven by northerly winds produced an 
effect of complete asphyxiation among 
our troops which was felt even, in our 
second line positions. 


"Counter attacks made yesterday al- 


ready have enabled us to regain part 
of the ground lost. 
Our situation has 


been completely consolidated and out 
action is being carried out under good 
conditions with the support of the Brit- 
ish and Belgian troops. 


"The enemy made an attack at Los 


Eparges and another at Lwueshead, in 
the forest of Apremont, both of which 
were repulsed. 


"A German attack to the south of 


the forest of Parroy and further attacks 
on. Ackerkopf were stopped by our fire. 
The enemy suffered heavy losses." 


The Asphyxiating Bombs. 


The asphyxiating bombs used by the 


Germans in their attack near Ypres 
were thrown at numerous points along 
a front of three miles, according to in- 
formation that has been brought to 
Paris. 
The contents of these missiles 


were large chloride, mixed with other 
chemicals. 


' The Germans threw these bombs when 


French. 


Launch Counter Attack. 


Although the advance of the Ger- 


mans was considerable, extending, ac- 
cording to Berlin dispatches, over 
Front of five miles, French. Belgian and 
British forces—the French occupying the 
"enter, the Belgians the left and the 
British the right of the line—immediate- 
ly initiated a counter attack, tho result 
of which was to compel the Germans to 
give up some of the ground they had 
taken, and force them in a northeast- 
srly direction toward Langcmarck from 
which place the attack started. 


New Dash for Calais. 


Some of tho London newspapers to- 


Say characterize this German rush as 
mother attempt to break through to 
Calais and some estimates sny 
they 


have 500.000 men available for this ef- 
fort. By this time the British are pre- 
sumably well strengthened and have 
:onsolidated their position on Hill num- 
ber 60. 
The hardest fighting, conse- 


juently, is expected north of Ypres. 


Just as the Germans have been bat- 


tering the Yprcs salient point held by 


the.wind was,blowing from them into 
the direction of the French trenches. 
The fumes caused uncomfortable breath- 
ing and a smarting of the eyes at a 
distance of nearly two miles behind the 
trenches and they were so powerful that 
the Germans had to wait themselves a 
considerable time before they could oc- 
cupy the evacuated trenches. 
During 


this delay the French troops recovered 
from the effects of the fumes and de- 
livered a counter attack and regained 
most of the ground lost. 
The German 


supply of chloride bombs apparently had 
been used up in their first advance. 
They had'no more to throw and they 
gave way before the resolute bayonet 
attack of the French. 
The bombs 


themselves are thrown by means of a 
hand sling such as boys use for throw- 
ing stones.

Prosecutor Mann had asked the court 


;o appoint an assistant prosecutor to 
assist him in the cases but when he 
called at tho court house this afternoon 
he was shown the order removing him 
from the prosecution. Tho court's rea- 
sons for removing Mann are set forth 
in a lengthy order. The order says that 
eleven indictments were returned against 
Deputy Prosecutor Gene Williams and 
that Prosecutor Mann had abiding faith 
in Williams' innocence and still retains 
him in the prosecutor's office.

CORONER'S FINDING NOW IN. 


Van Vert, 0., April 24.—Dr. Robert 


C. Flemming, county coroner, has tiled 
his finding upon 1hc inquest held upon 
tho body of Levi X. Jacobs. He finds 
that "the deceased came to his death 
by a gun shot wound of the heart, which 
shot, was discharged from a pistol pur- 
posely and unlawfully i>y Lulu Wilson."

I am just leavinc for Antofagasta, 


the two Chilian gateways to Bolivia, In 
the early "eighties," this territory, now 
a part of northern Chile, belonged to 
Peru. During the Chilian-Peruvian war 
it -was taken by Chilo and has since 
been retained by Chile awaiting a vote 
of the people as to whie.h country they 
prefer to be a part. Theoretically, Peru 
expects to get it back, but it is very 
improbable. Hence, I shall refer to this 
section as "northern Chile." 


Hero in northern Chile are tho grea 


nitrate mines which have been to Chile 
such a source of great wealth. As ev 
cry farmer knows, the basis of the fer 
tilizers which ho purchases in bags 


itrate. Once nitrate doubtless existed 
n all countries in great quantities. Bub 
verywhere—excepting along this west 
coast of South Amwlca, it has been 
washed away by the rains. Hence tha 
ark of rain is today the greatest asset 
of northern Chile! 


In addition to nitrate, northern Chile 


possesses rich copper and other mines. 
The Braden copper mines—well known 
to all investors in tho United States— 
arc located here. Moreover, in tho Ch.u- 
quicamata province is soon to be opened 
the largest copper mines in the •world. 
Thwse are being developed by the Gug- 
gculieims under the name of the Chila 
Exploration company. Other than in 
mineral wealth, northern Chile is arid, 
and barren. Today there is no agrionl- • 
ture. What years to come may bring, 
forth through irrigation is conjecture.1 


So far aa wo are concerned, it i» i*f«' 
to say -that 'tie future of northern Chile 
dopends upon tho development of thej 
nitrate, tho copper and th« other min- 
erals which it •nossesees.

With the convicted Terre Haute men safely stowed away in the 


'federal penitentiary—safely there, at least, until perchance some of 
them may succeed in giving bond for liberty pending the appeal of 
their cases, the perplexing problem that has arisen over two judge- 
ships there—those in the Vigo circuit court and the Terre Haute 
city court—is giving legal authorities abundant opportunity for 
finesse in decision and in action these days. 


As the cases stand, the places are perhaps not definitely vacated 


in the absence of resignations or impeachment proceedings carried to 
a conclusion, but it would be idle to contend that either of the late 
occupants of these places is in position to legally or actually per- 


form his judicial duties. 


Judge Eedman, it will be recalled, was declared elected to the 


Circuit bench by ten votes in an election which has been later shown 
to have been honeycombed with fraud. Before the federal grand 
jury investigation, however, his opponent in the race, Charles Pul- 
'iam, republican, had started contest proceedings which have not yet 
been decided. 
Governor Ralston and Attorney General Milburn 


have1 been holding conferences to decide upon what action should be 
taken, and there is a strong belief that the governor will soon ap- 
point men to one or both, judgeships, and then permit the appointees 
to fight put the legal tangle in their own behalf in the courts. It is 
much to be hoped that Governor Ealston will step into the cases as a 
'definite method of bringing to a head the settlement which should 
be reached quickly in the interest of the public business. 


It is fairly clear that the plain intent of the voters of Vigo coun- 


ty was the election of the republican candidate, Puulliam, and he 
ought to have the place. It is questionable, however, whether he 
would accept an appointment at the hands of the governor in ad- 
rance of the outcome of his contest against Judge Redman, since the 
governor's appointment would be good only until the next election, 
while a successful outcome of the contest would give Pulliam the 
f lace for some four years longer. Judge Redman, of course, shows 
po disposition to resign, though doubtless not even will he have the 
iemerity to believe that, he can ever occupy the bench again, what- 
ever the outcome of his effort for bond and his appeal. His resigna- 
tion would not entirely clarify the situation, but it would tend to 
\elp mightily in bringing order out of the present judicial chaos.

Jpart of Fort Wayne's fame that she is, 
the best paved city of her class in the 
|United States of America. At this timo 
Tort Wayne has almost eighty miles 
>of improved streets by standard types 
'o£ modern paving. Of this there are 
472 miles of asphalt, 29 miles of brick, 
1.7 miles of tarvia and .03 miles of con- 
crete, or a total of 1,600,000 
square 


.yards. This is a development of a quar- 
ter of a century, during which period 
the city has seen more than a dozen 
miles .of cedar block laid down and then 
displaced by standard pavement. For 
the pavement now down there has been 
expended in original cost in round num- 
bers $3,000,000. A 
considerable sum 


has been added to the investment for 


uality of reproach by denizens of oth-' 
r sections. Fine streets have brought 
ne residences, beautiful lawns, 
and 


iremisos that in every way aro well 
cept. Lakeside has kept up the devel- 
>pmcnt of standard streets since 
the 


start was made and that section to- 
gether with Forest Park addition which 
adjoins it on the north are pretty thor- 
oughly paved. Lakeside property has 
»ad a very small percentage of unpaved 
streets. 


In short, Fort Wayne is a thoroughly 


saved city. 
For the future, improve- 


ments of this sort will he concerned 
largely with the maintenance of what 
is down and the paving of newer sec- 
tions.

maintenance and repairs. 


The present year will see the tota 


mileage brought close to ninety and i 
the demands of the people for pave 
ment are met next year Fort Wayn 
Nfill reach the century mark in pavini 
ttileage by the end of 1916. 


Paving Season Is-Opened. 


The open, season for paving street 


begins as early as. the weather will per 
ait and closes when frost forbids op 
erations. The beginning and end of th 
Season depend much upon the charac 
ter 'Of pavement. For the high-grad 
Standard pavements that for nearly a 
quarter of a century the people of 
Fort AYayne have demanded there can 
foe ho work while there is danger of 
severe cold, because 
cement concrete 


that is used for the foundation is in- 
jured by freezing before it thoroughly 
"sets." There was an early beginning 
in Fort Wayne this year and two eon 
tracting firms—the GJrace Construction 
company and the Brooks - Construction 
company—have each two streets under 
way. The Grace company has complet- 
ed excavations and the setting of curbs 
on Smith street and is now pouring 
concrete, while excavations have; been 
started on Harmer street. The Brooks 
company has progressed about as well 
on Grant avenue and is excavating on 
Wi/; street. 


The present outlook is that not quite 


EO much pavement will be put down, in 
Fort AVayne tins year as in 1913 and 
in 1914, but there will be a. big gain in 
improvements of this sort and if the 
board of works can squeeze Controller W.

C. Baacle far additional appropriations

Ninety a greater mileage of street pay 
ing was put down than,.in any othe 
year of Fort Wayne's history. It wa

Eleven Miles of Wooden Blocks in Year. 


On the night of April 26 the council 


received bids for paving many streets 
and one month later bids were received 
for another batch, all with cedar blocks.

City Repairs Its Asphalt Streets. 
In the twenty-five years during which 


asphalt has been laid in Fort Yv'ayne 
ie guarantee, has expired on 
many • 


miles of streets and the city is now 
obliged to maintain them. Two years 
ago the municipality purchased an as- 
phalt repair plant and has since that 
time done most of the "patching" itself 
instead of having it done by contract. 
The reports of Superintendent Broego 
for hist year show; that the city inado 


rather saved—a considerable sum 


by doing it« own repair work. Many 
miles of streets that were in bad condi- 
tion have been restored and by the end 
of this present season there will not 
•be any great extent of asphalt streets 
that have not been put in a satisfactory 
state. The city plant is equipped and 
able to do original paving work of the 
asphalt type and but for the obstacle 
of the Indiana laws which require such 
public work to be done by contract with 
the best bidder some of the paving to 
be done this year would find the city 


. 


ton avenue, East Washington street and 
somo others were covered with the ce- 
dar blocks during the years of 1800-91- 
'02. In the first.burst of enthusiasm for 
this pavement it was incontrovertibly 
"the. thing"'and in 1890 alone there 
were laid eleven miles of it—the great- 
est mileage of pavement ever laid here 
in any one year. The last of it was put 
down in 1892, when. Julius Remus exe- 
cuted a contract to pave Broadway from 
DeWald street to Creighton avenue. Alt- 
er that. pavement of a different type 
was In demand. 
The wooden blocks 


wore out quickly, became rough, were 
unsightly and unsanitary and in some 
streets during freshets were known to 
rise from their gravel beds and swim. 


In 1893 some brick pavement was put

became known by its present day pre- 
tentious though deserved designation of. 
"Washington boulevard west."

ard time—brick or asphalt—were put 
down in Fort Wayne.

As the government held ti- 
tle to their 'coal lands, however, they 
wcro prevented from taking out coal 
and so were forced to stop'building the 
railroad.

When they stopped building the rail- 


road officials figured 
passenger 
and 


freicht traffic would pay for its upkeep. 
However, they did not figure on the fed- 
eral railroad" tax and when this was 
demanded the road was forced to shut 
down. 


Rather than go. broke owners of mines 


depending on the road for transporta- 
tion conferred with the people of Se- 
ward and a plan was arranged by which 
they were allowed to operate it without 
being taxed in return. 


Thus, for a time, the road enjoyed 


the distinction of being the only ono in 
Alaska operated by the public.

The fasteners are balls and sock- 


ets or buttons and buttonholes, or, 
in 'some instances, little bows. The 
balls and sockets are used for the 
back openings or for little tabs when 
seam openings are used. 


In all slip covers seams may bo 


bound with a harmonizing tape or. 
trenched. 
Good decorators usually

of Jeanne I.,

Naples, there can 
be no 
doubt. 


Petrarch and Bocacclo have abund-

Moreover, her authentc 


portraits are sufficient to prove her 
to have been a woman of unusual 
loveliness. 


That she was possessed of strong 


Intellect and force of character is 
attested by the history 'of her reign. 


These facts are undoubted. In 


addition some very modern his- 
torians have attempted the enor- 
mous task of proving her a good 
woman. Learned monographs have 
been put forth to wipe away the 
hideous stains 'that history has left 
on her 'fame. Like 
all 
beautiful 
\ 


women who have been hurled head- 
long . from high places, 
she 
has 


gained through the .centuries her 
admirers, and in these later chival- 
rous generations she has had. her 
champions Villing to do battle with 
trenchant pea to prove her the 
kindliest and most maligned of fe- 
rnales. The case of Mary of Scot- 
land is. .such another, though Mary 
•was a saint, in comparison with the 
Neapolitan. AVhen all has been said, 
•when the apologists have put forth 
their utmost endeavor, the sordid 
facts of history remain unshaken. 
Jeanne of Naples,' most beautiful 
queen that ever graced a throne, 
•was unquestionably, one of the most 
wicked and -heartless women

Robert the Wise, -greatest of Nea- 


politan kings, died in 1343. His son 
Charles had preceded him to 
the 


heavenly home of kings and peas- ' 
ants. The heir was- the wonderful 
and splendid Jeanne, daughter of 
Charles, and the wise king's be- 
loved and pampered granddaughter. 
Jeanne was just 16 years of age. 


•The house of Anjou had spread

of the Hungarian king,'' 


when Jeanne was but 14 and her 
spouse .only a few years her elder. 


,Two years later Robert was dy- 


ing, and vague fears took possession 
of his soul. He saw the little Jean- 
n.e made the victim of the ambition 
of the' Hungarian' king. 
Through 


Andrew, the boy husband, he feared 
the -Neapolitan realm would pass 
under -the soyerignty of Hungary, 
and that sweet little Jeanne would 
be stripped other queenship. .The- 
moribund -monarch caused a. speci- 
al will to be promulgated, which 
specifically declared that Andrew 
should be deprived 
of all royal 


honors, and recognized solely

Duke of Calabria and consort of the 


. little queen. Then Robert died. 


The Hungarian influence in Na- 


ples. was strong, and King Louis, as 
soon as he learned of the death of 
Robert, set plans afoot for the joint 
coronation of Jeanne and Andrew, 
giving the young husband an equal 
share in tire monarchy. It was not 
difficult of accomplishment, and the 
royal 
children 
were 
pompously 


crowned king and queen. 


Andrew was a likable and easy- 


going youth. He was unmistakably 
in love with his fascinating wife, 
and tried in every way to win her. 
But Jeanne would have none of him. 
She had bestowed her wayward af- 
fections on 
Raymond, Count of 


Eboli, the handsome son of her old 
nurse and governess, Philippa of 


' Catania. To the girl queen Andrew 


•was distinctly irksome as a hus- 
band. But as a comonarch he was 
quite unbearable. ?he felt herself 
the sole rightful heir to the king- 
dom and developed so passionate a 
hatred for Andrev Oat she could 
E^i <K*Eui?e it ever. ,r> occasions of 


r~o years aft.er her accession to 


the throne Jeanne accomplished the 
assassination of Andrew. She first 
assured herself 
of the complete 


sympathy of the Neapolitan popu- 
lace for their native queen, and then 
caused Andrew to be dragged from 
bed at the dead of night done to 
death with a score of wound?, and 
thrown from a balcon- to bs found 
in a garden by panic-stricken servi- 
*ors. 


Naples, while it loved its queen, 


ted Wniie it accepted tier immediate 


protestations of innocence, was hor- 
rified at the crime. And Louis of 
Hungary, learning of tho details, 
set forth with a great army to in- 
vade the realm of his* fair cousin 
and inflict dire punishment 'upon 
her for the murder of his brother. 


Opposition to tho Hungarian ad- 


vance proved worse than 
useless. 


The Neapolitan troops .were routed, 
or flocked to the banner of the in- 
vader. Tho 18-year-old queen saw 
destruction staring her in the face, 
and with a desperate cruelty she 
determined to avert the catastrophe 
by the sacrifice of her friends. 


Jeanne summoned Bertrand 
De 


Baux, chief justice of the kingdom, 
and entrusted him with full power 
to search, out and punish the as- 
sassins of Andrew. 


Bertrand undertook and 
carried 


through his work with a skill and 
discretion that, has 
seldom been 


equaled by any.human chief justice. 


His first victims were Phiilippa of 


Catania, the aged nurse, governess 
and foster-mother of the. queen, and 
her beautiful granddaughter, San- 
cha, Countess of Terlizzi, a girl of 
Jeanne's own age, who had been 
her playmate since . earliest child- 
hood. The aged matron and tht 
tender young girl were arrested , 
from the very side of. the- hypo- 
critical queen. The .three, it is said, 
were-engaged in embroidering, when

witness their sufferings, but were 
kept far enough away to be out of 
earshot of their confessions .or ac- 
cusations.. The. wily B.ertrand was 
taking no chances. It-was all ar-

- murder of Andrew, swallowed .the

' They exculpated their queen, and 


vented their wrath on the"conspirat- 
ors whom Jeanne was delivering up

for their • vengeance. Early in the 


'-morning they-were--awaiting at the 


door of Sancha's 
prison 
for the 


.spectacle, that. was..promised them. 
They were rewarded with a double 
entertainment, for during the night 
Bertrand had apprehended Sancha's 
younger sister, scarcely more than 
a child, and.had, without taking the 


' trouble to put he'r to the- prelimin- 


ary torture,'condemned her to suf- 
fer the fate of the queen's favorite. 


At the appointed-hour the prison 


gates swung open, and a strong 
body of men-at-arms issued forth. 
Following them were-two tumbrils. 
On the tumbrils the sisters were 
bound to upright posts, each naked 
to the waist, and each accompanied 
by two executioners, whose orders 
were to torture them all the way to 
the place of execution. A fish hook 
was thrust through the tongue of 
each girl to prevent undesired dis- 
closures. Sancha, after her day of 
torture, was greedy of death. . her 
body a fearful mass of agony and 
laceration.

made atonement for

Jeanne proceeded to marry In great 
haste her kinsman. Louis of Taran- 
to, who seems to have miraculously 
succeeded the martyred

as object of her love. But the King 
of Hungary did not check his ad- 
vance. 
With scarcely a show of 


opposition he marched through the 
Italian peninsula ana occupied Na- 
ples without even a battle. 
A few 


days before the occupation Jeanne 
and Louis of Taranto had taken 
ship and fled to 
Avignon. Their 


capital was left at the mercy of tho 
conqueror. 


Thorough as had been Jeanne's 


extirpation of her coconspirators Ihc 
Hungarian monarch found a goodly 
numtffrr who had not been burned. 
The high admiral 
of the kingdom 


suffered 
death 
at 
Louis" bands. 


Dona Concha, chamber lady of the 
queen, a girl whom Neapolitan re- 
pute rated as seronrt in beauty only 
to the queen herself, -.vas merciless- 
ly consigned In ;he flames. A roi.en 
of terror was established by the 
conqueror, but he in turn yield'ed to 
a terror greater than any he could 


inspire. So many were the copses 
in Naples that the plague brpKe,out, 
and -the Hungarian armies were 
hastily drawn off and led back to 
their-own land. Jeanne and Louis 
of Taranto returned, and were wel- 
comed as king and queen. 


But Louis of Hungary was a per- 


sistent man, and bis anger at his 
brother's murder was one of the 
great passions of his life. He re- 
turned once more to Naples, and this 
timo Jeanne did not flee before bis 
conquering armies. 
She agreed to 


stand trial before a papal court as 
to her guilt. The verdict was one of 
acquittal. The Hungarian king, tem- 
porarily wearied of his search for 
vengeance, though by no means sat- 
isfied of Jeanne's innocence, retired 
to his own kingdom to await a better 
opportunity. 


Louis of Taranto died In 1362. and 


one year later Jeanne married 
James of Aragon. titular king of 
Minorca, a, man who !?rt fcis spouse 
entirely to her own devices. J;inics 
died in Ki74. and the versatile queen 
next took as husband one Otho of 
Krr.ns-.vick. a German soldier of 
fortune. 


In ir.78 there was a contest for the 


papacy between 
Urban VI. and 


Clement. VII. Jeanne, still queening 
it a.t Naples, declared in favor nf the 
latter. Urban, ascending the papal 
throne, ordained that Jeanne had 
forfeited 
her 
kincdom. and pro- 


claimod her cousin, Charles of Du- 
raw.o. king of Naples. Jeanne hold 
on to a shadow of sovereignty 'ill 
13S2. when the combined powers of 
.Charles pi Darazsp, tip. pone, and 


the 'patient Louis of Hungary, ac- 
complished the complete subjuga- 
tion of her realm. 


Oa the night of-May 22, 1382, a 


group of Hungarian soldiers enter- 
ed 
the queen's apartments 
and 


placed a noose about her neck. She 
was conducted to a balcony over- 
looking the royal garden, the rope 
was securely fastened, and the 
queen was hurled over and left to 
strangle to death. 


Tradition has it that this was the 


same balcony from which the bloody 
corpse of King Andrew had been 
thrown thirty-seven years before. 
Surely no queen, no woman, nor 
mortal has more richly deserved a 
death of shame and horror than 
the beautiful, the shifty, tho intellec- 
tual,

on that shin, which was a sore one. 
Roger having been injured there a

and wanted to lick me right there, 
particularly as he had been called 
out. 


"I did not get into any fight with 


him .but I sure did hand back some 
warm talk in return 
for the hot 


stuff he was scorching into me. 
Well, he never forgave me for that, 
and we had many runs-ih later, and 
I knew when he got the St. Louis 
job that I was about to lose a St. 
Louis job. And I did."

with a Teu- 


tonic name, his -right label 
being 


Lepold Hornschmeier.

Is there any excuse for the pres- 


ent under-the-sea warfare being 
carried on by submarines? 


Is there any humane principle in 


'support of these daring craftsmen 
who fight their battles under sea and 
without being observed send many, 
merchant'ships to-the bottom and 
their crews to'watery graves in the 
enforcement of the embargo on ves- 


' sels bound to the British Isles? 


Britannia claims that the raids of 


the submarine warships are unwar- 
ranted, that the crews of such ves- 
sels are pirates and will be execut- 
ed as such when they are captured. 


Yet a more humane view of the 


question is presented by the men 
•who fight these battles. 
Prom the standpoint of ethics and 


International law they can point to 
not only a precedent to the legit- 
imacy of such warfare, :but even to 
its humaneness. 
The protestations of warring na- - 


tions who object to the ravages of 
the submarines have been presented 
but never has there been any letter 


of justification for the submarine. 
A state official recently has re- 


ceived from a German submarine 
sailor his reasons for the attacks 
and they present his peculiar code 
of ethics. 
Here is his story in brief: 
we . 


was assigned to this most hazardous 
and almost detestable berth on a 
submarine boat by his command— 
and accepted it as one of'his duties. 


He didn't reason that submarines 


are objectionable implements of 
warfare and that they ever have 
been protested by the British. Or 
tbat the crews of such vessels may 
be taken as pirates by England and 
executed as pirates. With them it 
was but the order of the Germany 
navy and they complied with it just 
as readily as if they were assigned 
by the adroirality of a great battle- 
ship. 
To the German sailor his assign- 


ment means nothing. 
Whatever 


duty he may be. required to perform, 
whatever duty he may be asked to 
accomplish, he always is a German 
sailor. 
To most sailors the position on a 


submarine is objectionable in that 
the vessel runs away after striking 
Its decisive blow. German sailors 
say they don't want to run away, 
and if possible they don't want to be 
in the submarine sen-ice. However, 
there are German sailors who enjoy 
this particular branch of the naval 
work. 
A SAILOR'S TIEWS. 


One of this number recently has 


written: 
"We have destroyed more than 20 


marine vessels in the last two weeks 
from the time of our sailing from— 
(this was deleted from his letter by 
the German news censor). It has 
not been pleasant work, but neither 
has war been something on which 
cither our navy or that of others 
could boast about 


"We did not desire to kill. No hu- 


man being who mi.eht come in our 
path in ordinary life, were he Eng- 
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iish or French, would meet with tbc 
•slightest act of aggressiveness on 
our part. In submarine warfare we 


would not send hundreds of the peo- 
ple of the nation opposing us to the 
bottom 
of the 
sea if we could 


avoid it. 


In fighting blindly against an un- 


seen foe we may have sent many 
men to their death but we were but 
carrying on ^l.he rules 
of ordinary 


warfare, we were following the in- 
structions of our commander and we 
were but doing our duty. 


"I am not personally bitter against 


my antagonists and I do not believe 
that anyone of our submarine serv- 
ice feels that way. In the trenches it 
may be different. A few hundred 
yards away is an adversary. It .is 
just a game of his killing you or you 
being killed. You and your foe are 
in sight and the battle is a fair one. 
But in submarine warfare it is dif- 
ferent. Whether the bomb you send 
out or the torpedo that is shot 
strikes and damages the vessel at 


'which-it is aimed is not known to • 


us until we reach shore and read 
the newspapers. 


"We undergo the utmost hard- 


ships while under sea. I was a na- 
val recruit and was assigned to a 
submarine against my wishes. I 
entered a ship in a great seaport 
the name of which I am not allow- 
ed to reveal and was with the rest 
of the crew instructed by my com- 
mander to prepare for actual duty- 
roaming beneath the seas searching 
for vessels that would come with- 
in the ban of the orders of our gov- 
ernment. 
PIUXGIXG TO 
THE BOTTOM. 


"When our air-chambers opened 


admitting Ihe water and we sank al- 
most to the bottom of the sea, I was 
fully determined that the orders of 
our captain were to be carried out, 
even if they resulted in our,death. 


"As this steel vessel plunged to 


the bottom of the sea I had no re- 
morse as to what we were to do. We 
were sailing under the sealed or- 
ders of the naval department itself 
and we knew that these orders were 
indirectly from the Kaiser and in fa- 
vor of the Fatherland. We were de- 


• termined to die happily in the en- 


forcement of the orders. 


"As the little vessel with 12 of us 


aboard sank in the sea with its 
chambers wide open, we cheerily 
welcomed our risk and silently of- 
fered our lives to the great cause of 
our nation. 


"In the turret sat our captain with 


his eye to the periscope. Beneath, 
our gasoline engines roared while 
we sailors satrabout on bunks in an 
atmosphere of oxygen and com- 
pressed air that almost stifled us. 
The compressed air was necessary 
to preserve the inside pressure and 
keep the plates from buckilng-:n a= 
we dived toward the bottom. Thou- 
sands of fish were mirrored before 
the glass on one side'of the vessel 
as we sank- The very helplessness 
of our position, our' inability to 
escape should we meet with acci- 
dent and our reminiscence of the 
statement of friends that, death by 
drowning is painless, encouraged us 
in this great risk. 


"Our descent into the depth of the 


sea gave tts a certain encourage- 


ment.'We sailors.sat about,hardly 
speaking, for it was our first plunge 
to the bottom of the sea. We were 
true-sailors and willing to sacrifice 
our lives, but there in that great, 
dark abyss of the Atlantic ocean, 
we concealed the signs of fear that 
must come to anyone who makes his 
first descent in the submarine. 


We had been used to perils on the 


sea; most of us had been seamen 
aboard German battleships, but in 
that thrilling dive beneath the water 
we all stood cowed, just as I imagine 
a man would if he were seated in the 
electric chair. 


"Several hours after our descent 


our commander called us to atten- 
tion and from his posttion in the 
periscope tower said that within few 
minutes we might be ready to strike 
at a real battleship." A torpedo was 
in place and we waited nervously at 
its side while the engineer slowly 
made his way ahead and the com- 
mander proceeded cautiously with 
his eyes to the periscope. 
SHOOTIJTG A 
TORPEDO. 


"Fire," carae the sndtlen com- 


mand. 
Without 
looking to 
see. 


where our missle of destruction was 
to go we pulled the lever that re- 
leased a giant torpedo. There' we 
stood in almost darkness waiting to 
see if our shot reached its mark. 


There was a sudden explosion in 


the distance. To our men beneath 
the sea it seemed as if the earth had 
crashed in and for several minutes 
many of us lost our hearing. I saw 
the commander grinning in the tur- 
ret and felt that we were rushing 
from the scene as fast as possible. 


"It was not until a week later that 


I learned that one of the greatest 
ships in the merchant marine of 
Great Britain had been destroyed by 
our missile. It was said a number 
of sailors on the vessel we attacked 
perished, and we were sorry to learn 
that 
"It seems to me that it is the duty 


of the convoys to rescue the crews 
of such vessels. In our short ex- 
perience in which time together 
with other submarines of the U se- 
ries of the German fleet we have de- 
stroyed a total of one hundred and 
forty merchantmen and battleships 
on the high seas. 


"We have heard tbat a number of 


men were drowned and we regret 
their death. All in all we never see 
them and to hear they come to their 
death through our torpedoes is dis- 
tressing to the 'under-the-sea' sail- 
ors. In one regard it is not like fac- 
ing a foe face to fece and shooting 
at him. Yet how does it differ from 
warfare in the trenches. Men with 
long-range rifles arc shooting at oth- 
er men. In the trenches they even 
tise periscopes, such as used on sub- 
marines. Men are shooting at men 
they never see. It seems that the 
same warfare being waged In the 
trenches is being fought under the 
sea, as far as seeing the foe is con- 
cerned. 
SHiHTlKG 
THE E5T.MT. 


"Several days after ocr encounter 


•with the merchantman! we arose tc 


the surface to empty our ballast 
tanlts and get fresh air. We were up 
but half 
an 
hour 
when' the 


commander sighted a column of 
smoke to our left in the open sea off 
the coast of France and ordered our 
descent. The ballast tanks again 
slowly filled and we descended until 
our prlscope -barely showed. 


"As I said, our periscope was vis- 


ible. It was broad day light and 
someone in the crow's nest of the 
on-coming vessel spied it. Before 
we could descend and while we were 
about a quarter of a mile of our 
supposed prey, a shot rang out and 
our periscope was shattered. 
Our 


commander ordered our immediate 
descent, We opened all our tanks 
and went to the bottom of the sea. A 
few minutes later a great bulk; 
passed over us and we recognized • 
the form of this great terrier of the 
sea that we had intended sinking. 


"It passed above us as a cloud 


passes over the sun and we lay in 
th« weeds and mire on the bottom 
of the sea as if we were but a bar- 
nacle that might attach itself to this 
great ship. 
For many hours it 


cruised about for Its orders were to 
sink any submarines that might bo 
sighted and the sinking of a subma- 
rine was considered a great achieve- 
ment. 


"In the small space of the living 


room of this submarine we sat about 
anxiously awaiting to ascend. Al- 
ready the air was becoming exhaust- 
ed of its oxygen from our long stay 
beneath the surface. The gasoline 
motors also had taken away a sup- 
ply of air. our oxygen auxiliary 
tubes were almost exhausted and 
the first signs of the stupor and ex- 
haustion that comes from lack o{ 
air, was stealing over us. 


"Many of us started bleeding from 


the mouth and nostrils. 
Others 


groaned and layed back. Yet we 
were German sailors and not one 
•uttered a word. Our commander 
sat grimly at the base of the shat- 
tered periscope. He could but dim- 
ly see th% outlines o£ the threatening 
vessel above him and with the rest 
of us thought we were doomed to 
death under water. 
DEATH UTfDER 
THE SEA. 


"Then came our most grim reali- 


zation. Death in the submarine was 
not by drowning, but by that slow 
and painful asphyxiation in which a 
dozen men' in a small room clamber 
for air and cannot get it In which 
the blood bursts forth 
from their 


ears, eyes and nose and they have 
no relief until the stupor that pro- 
ceeds death. We were not even to 
receive the ordinary natural relief 
that visits sailors above the sea 
when they go to their deaths Tinder 
the waves. Tory 
might have a 


chance to be rescued, but we were 
caged rats. 


"Finally most ot us fell in a stu- 


por only to be aroused a half hour 
later by the commander and the en- 
gineer jerking xis to ow feet and 
commanding us to wake up. The ga!- 
Sant commander had kept to his 
post, had fought off the lethargy 
tbat overcame tis and had succeed- 
ed. At the- time we were falling off 
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into unconsciousness I saw him ap- 
proach the engineer'and whisper: 
"For God's sake, man, keep your 
courage and keep your engine ahead 
for tve may get out of this. 


"We later learned that by keeping 


the engine ahead 
and by clever 


maneuvering the commander had ia 
the darkness escaped the threaten- 


ing battleahip and when we were 
awakened we were at our naval base 
ready to undergo repairs. 


"So submarine warfare is not en- 


tirely wanton as far as the men arc 
concerned. Wo are just sailors, as- 
signed to a special task and we IB- 
tend to do our duly. For every ten 
that perish in the destruction of ^ 


battleship, a hundred of us lose our 
lives.

THE USE OF LEGUMINOUS CROPS 


The Aggressive Campaign That Has Been Waged for the Past Few Years 


In the Interest of Better Farming by the Use of Legumes Has 


Not Been Without Its Reward.

Soy Beans. 
I latlon is needed. Soil from a field that 


The sor beans, also known as Japan na» the bacteria or culture for soy 


pea and Soja bean, Is one of the many 
good things that hive come to us from 
Asia. The writer first grew U in 1872. 
but Its real worth and value have not 
been appreciated by us until within 
the last few years. 


As a forage crop, especially for hogs. 


It Is exceptionally flne. For best re- 
sulta th. hogs should bo turned on 
them about the time the bean In the. 
pod has reached Us full size, and be- 
fore It begins to harden while tha 
leaves are still green. The hogs will 
first eat the leaves, then the remain- 
der of the plant until there isvonly the 
hard stalk left. 


.Soy beans require good preparation 


of the soil. Slipshod methods usually 
result In a failure of the crop. They 
may either be sown broadcast at the 
rate of a bushel per acre or planted 
In rows and cultivated. The latt - 
plan gives best results. In purchasing 
seed, buy only bright plump seed, the I 
vitality of which Is guaranteed. 


Soy bean hay is of the finest and 


most nutritious quality. When cut at 
the proper stage of growth and well 
cured, it Is relished by all kinds of 
stock. 
The beans In the pod should 


be about half or three-fourths grown 
•when cut for hay. At that time the 
leaves are still green and wiU not 
readily fall off in handling the hay. 
Cut after the dew Is off and let lie 
until the afternoon. Hake into win- 
drows and remain until the next after- 
noon. 
Then put into tall cocks and 


let them alone until they get quite 
•warm. Then spread for a few hours 
until cool and stack or put Into the 
barn.

A NEED FOR DUAL PURPOSE COWS 


The combination beef and dairy! 


nw has been thus described: 
A cow 


that is large, strong and vigorous, 
'nil of energy and abounding In vital- 
ly; physical organization and diges- 
tive capacity such that she is able to 
turn to the best advantage the rough- 
age of tho f:irm. converting it into 
merchantable products: that she yields 
large quantities of most excellent milk 
fit for any and all uses: that heredity 
is so firmly established that she Is able 
to perpetuate herself through the pro- 
duction of strong, healthy calves: and 
that when for any reason her useful- 
ness in the dairy Is at an end, she 
fattens readily and makes excellent 


ef. 
No one will deny the need of a dual 


purpose dairy breed in America—one 
that Is primarily n. dairy breed but 
that will also furnish desirable beef. 
The old system of beef production 
resting on froo range, cheap lands and 
<-hf-ap feed Is even now a thing of the 
past. Meats of all kinds ar«. year by 
year, advancing in price: and if the 
working people arc to have beef at all 
within their means, it must cnmp 
from tho dairy hords of the country. 
Except for beef for the few who are 
ablo to pay very high prices, c.ows can 
no longer be kept merely for the calves 
produced: practically everywhere the 
dairy cow must take tha placo of the 
beef cow. Since these facts are in- 
disputable., farmer-dairymen seeking 
to improve their herds for dairy pur- 


poses should keep the Item of meat' 
production constantly In mind. 


How many cows there are In the 


United States that are kept for milk 
production, e.vept for such figures as 
are found in the census tables, is un- 
known; but It may be safely stated 
that the number exceeds 20,000.000, 
and that the average cow does not give 
a return of exceeding $40.00 per year 
for the labor invested and food con- 
sumed. 


With Increasing land values and cost 


of labor and feed, such a return gives 
little or no profit: and it is up to the 
farmer-rinlryman keeping a v e r a g e 
cows to look into the matter and to 
try to tlnd out why he Is working 
without compensation 
If the average 


dairy herd in the United States pro- 
duces Just enough to Induce its owner 
ot keep on working, it is evident that 
many cows are kert at a loss, and that 
if the average production could be 
raised a nice profit would result. It 
is also evident that the only way to 
raise the average is to Improve the 
methods of caring for the cattlo »nd 
also the cattle themselves. 
By Im- 


proving the methods, it is quite likely 
that the better three-fourths of the 
cows would produce as much profit as 
all now do, and the one-fourth now 
kept at a dead loss might be,sent to 
the block without decreasing the out- 
put of dairy products. The man who 
milks cows merely for the pleasure he 
gets out of It. provided he can afford 
it. may confer a favor on humanity 


but does not show good Judgment, and 
the sooner such men can be Induced 
to change their methods, the better 
it will be for the whole dairy Industry. 


Improvement In conditions Is neces- 


sarily slow. The greater part of the 
owners are lethargic; but there is al- 
ways a progressive portion that Is 
looking for better things, and this 
portion will In time leaven the whole 
mass. The main cause of this lethargy 
Is ignorance. Few men woujd keep 
unprofitable cowa If they knew which 
were kept at a loss; but they do not 
test the cows Individually and so can 
not know. 


All progress In dairy husbandry, 


aside from Improved methods of car- 
Ing for the cattle. mu;t depend upoi 
Improvement by seloctlon and 
by 


breeding. 
By selection of the best 


cows, and breeding to the sons of best 
cows, in time a great Improvement 
would be shown: but this process is 
to" slow when there Is a quicker way. 
That quicker way is to make use of 
the improved dairy breeds for the ob- 
taining of bulls with which to mate 
the selected cows. An improved breed 
Is one that Is able to convert food in- 
to valuable products more profitably 
than could the breed or breeds from 
which It was derived. Also it must be 
so thoroughly established that It will 
breed true. The breed which should 
be carefully bred to is the one thai 
exc.ells in the profitable production ol 
milk, butter, cheese and veal, and also 
beef production. 


CONTROL OF TOBACCO INSECTS 


The Tobacco Plant and Its Products is Attacked by a Number of Injects 


Which Cause a Large Annual Loss—Study and Care Will 


.aii i... . 
Control These Pests.

The tobacco plant Is attacked to an 


injurious extent by a large number of 
different kinds of Insects. The insects 
which ordinarily cause the growers 
the greatest concern are the horn 
worms (tobacco worms), cutworms 
and grasshoppers. 
Of minor Import- 


ance. In that they occur only rarely 
and do less damage, are the flea 
beetles, white grubs and wireworrns. 
These insects are not limited to to- 
bacco, but may occur upon a number

territory. This plant has been grown 
n Florida, and other southern states 
'or a number of years. It Is a rank- 
grcrwlng grass, the vines often grow- 
ng fifteen or more feet in length un- 
der favorable conditions. 
The seed 


can be broadcasted or planted In 
rows, but best results will ho ob- 
tained -when planted In rows and cul- 
tivated. 
The rows should be 4 or 5 


feet apart and the hills 2 to 3 feet 
apart In the rows. 
Plant about 3 


beans to the hill.

SPRAYING FACTS. 


In an orchard near Columbia, Mo., 


100 trees -were sprayed by the Missouri 
Experiment station and the owner 
said In a public mooting that he picked 
more marketable apples from these 
100 trees than from the remaining 
3600 that were not sprayed. 


The fact Is that after the 'disease 


and Insects have become serious, as 
they were in the case Just mentioned 
it is practically impossible to make an 
orchard business pay without spray- 
ing. 
Thus tho business of fruit grow- 


ing in a great many cases absolutely 
depends1 upon spraying.

of other plants, and particularly upon 
related plants, such as potatoes, toma- 
toes and jimson weed. 
In certain 


seasons the -ravages of hornworms, 
cutworms and grasshoppers ara nufll- 
clent to reduce the profits of individual 
growers one^half. In fact, the grow- 
ers regard it as a very rare and fortu- 
nate season when one or the other of 
these pests do not reduce the profits 
or cause extra work and expense. 


The methods of control of any in- 


sect are based largely upon a knowl- 
edge of its life history, manner of feed- 


killing many Insects whlcli ar« con« 
gregated and feeding upqn th«»» re- 
lated host plants. 
Poison baits ara • 


made by mixing a stomach poison rich 
as Paris green with freshly cut clover 
or bran mash and scattering it about 
the fields for the Insects to feed upon 
In the absence of other food. 


Probably the most common, it not 


the most injurious Insect pest of to- 
bacco is the horn or tobacco worm. 
When the worms occur only In small 
numbers they are frequently held In 
check, by hand picking during topping 
and succe.rlng. Sometimes It is neces- 
sary to resort to hand picking two or 
three times to save th« crop. Flocks 
of turkeys and guinea hens in the field* 
sometimes serve to hold the insects 
In check. Spraying with arsenate of 
lead, at the rate of 4 or 5 pounds 
of the poison to 50 gallons of water. 
Is a satisfactory method of control. 
The cost is not groat, as the poison 
can be bought at 15 to 20 cents a. 
pound and cheaper In large quantities. 
One man with a knapsack or com- 
pressed air sprayer should be able to 
apply the mixture to about two acres 
of tobacco a day. 


Cutworms are frequently a serious 


pest to tobacco as well as to a large 
number of other plants. The work of 
transplanting Is sometimes doubled 
as a result of this insect feeding upon 
the newly «et plants, besides causing 
a number of indirect losses therefrom. 
The insect more usually is injurious 
by cutting off the plant just at the 
surface of the ground, hut sometimes 
climbs the stem of the plant and feeds 
upon the bud and young leaves. 


Cutworms are most likely to be in- 


jurious to tobacco or other cultivated 
crops when grown after sod or clover. 


ing, habits and enemies. It is very 
desirable, therefore, that the grower 
learn something about the insect be- 
fore applying the methods of control. 


The destruction of insects by pois- 


oning Is one of the most certain and 
satisfactory methods of control. This 
practice has been followed in several 
tobacco growing states with good suc- 
cess, and should be practiced in all 
tobacco growing sections when Insects 
appear In such large numbers that 
they are very injurious. There are 
three principal ways of using poisons 
against tobacco insects, 1. e., spraying 
the tobacco plant, spraying trap crops, 
and using a poisoned bait. 
For in- 


sects which obtain their food by chew- 
ing out portions of the leaves, arsenate 
of lead or Paris green may be applied 
to the leaves with a knapsack or com- 
pressed air sprayer, using It at the 
rate of about four pounds of arsenate 
of lead paste or four to six ounces of 
Paris green to one barrel (50 gallons) 
of water. Weeds, such as nightshade 
and jimson weed and the tobacco 
suckers, may 'be used as trap crops by 
spraying early in the season or late in 
the stason when there is no tobacco 
In the neighborhood, with the idea o£

should be taken when preparing sod 
or clover land for tobacco. Fall plow- 
ing should, of course, be practiced. 
being careful to cover up all vegeta- 
tion.

caution together with the poisoned 
baits are recommended for this pur- 
pose.

(a) The type of soli; (b) The loca-

"Writing on the above subject, In a 


most instructive article, 
authorities 


connected with the University o£ Wis- 
consin, have the following to say. . 


Duo to the wide distribution of 


sandy soils in this state, and the differ- 
ent conditions and sentiment in each 
locality, it Is Impossible to recommend 
a 
form 
of rotation for universal 


adoption. 
The one Important fact, 


however, that all sandy soils are low 
in fertility and especially In nitrogen, 
generally holds. 
For this reason the! 


acreage of grasses, cereals, and culti- 
vated crops should be chosen with 
.his in mind, understanding thorough- 
y that the nitrogen supply will de- 
pend on the growing and handling of 
egumes. In laying out the land the 
cultivated crops should be grown in 
strips about 20 rods wide and alter- 
nated with strips of grass or grain 
:o prevent tho sand from blowing. 


On very poor sandy soil a two year 


rotation of soybeans or serradella al- 
ternating with, either corn or potatoes 
should bo followed until the soil is in 
such a condition that clover can be 
grown successfully. 
In this system 


the entire crop of soybeans or serra- 
della should be plowed under to fur- 
nish fertility for the succeeding crop, 
thus losing the use of the land for one 
year. 
Experiments carried on show 


that tha succeeding corn or potato 
crop will be large enough to pay for 
this' loss, besides leaving the soil more 
fertile. 


If clover can be grown successfully 


either a three-year or a four-year ro- 
tation may be followed. These rota- 
tions are planned to permit the seed- 
ing of clover either with or without a 
nurse-crop, but the best and most uni- 
form stand of clover can be secured 
when seeded alone. For a three-year 
rotation, the field should be planted 
to clover the first year, according to 
directions for the growing of medium

Starts HJs Tr«» Right. 


A Western horticulturist, who has 


had a very extensive experience In 
orchard planting, says that hs makes 
it a practice when planting a large 
orchard, to follow his planters and 
try to poll up the trees.

In a five or six year'rotation alfalfa 


may be Introduced by planting a cul- 
tivated crop the first year; grain the 
second;'alfalfa without a nurse-crop 
the third and allowing the alfalfa to 
remain as Ions as good yields can bi 
secured. 


In all these systems, which are eub 


ject to change to suit local conditions 
ths farmer should maka it a rule ti 
keep the ground covered during th 
winter. 
Consequently such crops as 


rye and clover should be seeded a 
much as possible. It will undoubted!' 
be necessary to use more than on 
rotation on each farm In order t 
obtain the best results in arrangin 
individual fields.

the trees with thin sheets of wood 
made for the purpose, or the coiled 
wire wrappers. 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 


:ure recommends the following wash 
to be applied to the tree trunks with a 
brush: 


Unslaked lime, 20 pounds; flowers 


of sulphur, 15 pounds; water, 50 gal- 
lons. 


"This wash has been used success- 


fully," says Prof. W. L. Burnett of the • 
Colorado agricultural college. "When 
trees have bean girdled, the knawed 
surface must be covered at once, be- 
fore the wind and sun have access to 
the wound. The injured parts may bs 
painted or covered with grafting wax. 


"As a rule, trees treated in this 


manner, in the spring will grow new 
bark. In cases of severe girdling, the 
'method of bridge grafting may bs 
used,, this operation being a simple 
one for a. nurseyman familiar with th«
